OOMPLETES REORGANIZATION. 


The City of Chicago, Limited, Will Here- 
\after Be Known as the Chicago Railway 
Terminal Elevator Company=—Capifal 
Stock to Be Increased $500,000 to En- 
able It to Enter the Market and Buy and 
Sell Grain=The Management to Remain 
Practically Unchanged. 


After operating forfour yéarsas an En- 
zlish corporation, the ‘‘ City of Chicago Grain 
Elevators, Limited,’ will be reorganized im- 
mediately as an Americancompany under the 
title of the Chicago Railway Terminal Eleva- 
tor-company, with general offices in the 
Continental Bank Building. Its English feat- 
ures and expensiveand cumbersome maghinery 
as an English corporation will: be .dispensed 
with. The new company will enter“the busi- 
ness of buying and selling grain for storage 
in the same way the Counselman and Armour 
elevators have for seyeral years. The 
new ‘company was incorporated in 
the State of New York Friday. 
The incorporation was the final act 
in the transformation, and the new directors 
and officers will take hold tomorrow, although 
it may bée several days before all the legal 
formalities can be observed. 

The change exhibits'in a strong way the 
steady return to American ways of doing busi- 
ness on the part of English syndicates which 
bought American enterprises so liberally sev- 
eral years ago. Many large . eoncerns 
have been forced to reorganize in this 
country, and it is believed that most of the re- 
maining English companies doing business 
here will follow them. In the grain trade the 
competition of the new company, which will 
send its agents through the West and North- 
west buying grain to be stored in the.com- 


pany’s elevators, will be felt keenly.

grain. The sentimént against elevator com- 
panies being dealers in grain rose so high some 
five years ago, that the Board of Trade in 
mass-meeting publicly condemned it.

The tendency of ,the grain re- 
ceiving trade to pass into the hands of the ele- 
vator companies was too strong to be resisted, 
however,, and -nd element has since 
proved so big a factor in the 
grain trade am this, The elevator 
companies engaged’ in buying and shipping 
grain have had a gpéat advantage over those 
which remained Warehouses solely. The 
former were willitgyif _ necessary, to buy or 
sell grain for nothifig:solong as they gained the 
handling and stoma charges upon it. The 
ola-time grain receivers, who once had their 
powerful organizaUe and gave the elevators 
their business, have been driven mostly from 
the trade, — a 

As the result of this ‘competition some of 
the grain elevatorsef the English company 
have been practically idle for several years, 
It was seldom that a cargo of grain was 
shipped from them, While the houses of grain- 
buying companies were kept busy. All this 
had much to do with the change to an 
American corporation and the increase of 
the stock to give an active working 
capital. It does mot indicate that the 
company is going into wild speculation. 
On the contrary, the elevator companies, which 
buy the actual grain and sell futures against 
it, have about: the oaly sure thing on the 
board, it is claimed. ' 

It is too early yet, Mr. Weare says, to state 
who the officers of the reorganized companies 
willbe, There will be nochange in its practical 
mapagement in any event.

At the time of his arrival the minister 
carried a letter of introduction to the com- 
plainant in the present instance, written 
by Mr. Summington’s brother.

Howard in some manner secured possession 
of a check on a Fort Worth, Tex., national 
bank ca'ling for $50. The letter of introduc. 
tion was produced, anda few days later Mr. 
Simmington was asked to indorse a check 
purporting to be signed by Charles Crawford 
on the Fort Worth bank. The indorsement 
procured the money from one of the Chicago 
institutions, but the check was returned asa 
forgery. Since then the police have 
sought Howard, the detectives having but 
u meager description, and being told to 

hunt up a man looking like Postmaster 
Hesing. Afteratwo weeks’ search he was 
found as related, 

Five weeks ago today Mr. Howard preached 
in the pulpit of the First M. E. Church. 

Howard was at one time a shining light in 
the Northeastern Indiana Methodist confer. 
ence. He is a man of pleasing address, ex- 
cellent manrer, and is possessed of a faculty 
of enlisting instantaneous sympathy. For 
several years he was given excellent charges, 
the conference having much faith in his 
ability, New blood and new life were needed 
to stirup the people uf Napanee, a little town 
about sixteen miles from Goshen, Ind., and 
Howard was sent there. He soon had 
gathered a large congregation, and a new 
church was erected under bis pastorate. That 
was his charge.

He was 
arrested Thursday for obtaining money under 
false pretenses, and when booked gave the 
name of John Howard.

MISSION OF THE NATALIE REVEALED. 


It Carried Arms to Haytian Revolutionists 
| and an Uprising Is. Expected, 
New York, Feb. 10.—[Special.]—The mys- 

terious steam yacht Natalie has been heard 

from again. The steamship Cienfuegos, 
which arrived today from Nassau, revealed 
the purpose of the yacht. One night it left 

Savannah and went to the coast of Hayti 

and set a signal. Certain emissaries from a 

revolutionary society, it is claimed, came 

aboard, and then a conference was held, 
which resulted in the Natalie hauling up an- 
chor and steaming off shore. Its intent when 
it set the signal was to notify Gen. Manigat 
of revolutionary fame that- the yacht was 
waiting his commands. When it was learned 
that Manigat had been arrested and was 
under surveillance the calculations of the 

Natalie’s officers were changed. President 

Hippolyte immediately seat word to Kingston

port. Once or twice the yacht was sighted, 
but éluded search and then disappeared, alto- 
gether. Simiuitaneously with its flight the 
government officials learned that one of the 
largest ¢onsigninents of arms that has ever 
been shipped to Hayti had been landed on the 
coast and the weapons were in the hands of 
the revolutionists.

RIKER’S ACTION AGAINST CARLISLE. 


He Petitions for a Mandamus to Secure 
All the New Bond Issue. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Feb. 10.—[{Special.}—

shown his hand. He wants that $50;000,000 
bond issue for which he bid, though in his bid 
he neglected to comply with the terms of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. He has been here 
for a week occupied in drawing up papers 
which would compel the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to give him the bonds.

Today application for a mandamus against 
the Secretary of the Treasury was filed before 
Judge Bradley of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, who took the papers 
under advisement. Before the plaintiff left 
the court-room he was enjoined against al- 
lowing any one to see. his copy of the applica- 
tion until the court had formally acted upon 
it, Itis expected that a decision will be 
rendered by the local ‘court Monday. Mr.

Touching the first proposition the 
retary assumed an unequivocal position 
as witness the following transcription from 
the official reporter’s notes: j 
‘I believe,” said Secretary Carlisle, “it is 
my duty to pay pensions and all other public 
obligations, and, unless Congress stops me, I 
shall do so, While I stay here I shall endeav: 
or to maintain the credit of the government 
by paving its obligations.” 
- Boatner—Out of the proceeds of the 
bonds which you now ropose to sell? 
Secretary Carlisle—I would not use the pro- 
ceeds of bonds if it were possible to avoid it 
but I would not let the obligations of the gov- 
ernment go to protest and fail to pay the ap- 
propriations made by Congress for legitimate 
purposes and for carrying on the expenses of 


the government as long as there is a dollar in 
the Treasury. 


Purpose of the Bonds. 


Replying to: a question by Mr. Stone as to 
whether bis purpose was to use the proceeds 
of his bond issue to redeem United States 
notes and Treasury notes and to replenish the 
= fund, the Secretary said: 

1at is my purpose, but I want to say to you 
gcutiemep, that the "Secretary of he ol dete 
may be coufronted hereafter with a very serious 
question as to what he will doin the event that 
Congress fails or refuses to make provision to 
supply the deficiency. Suppose, for instance, 
Congress passes a jaw, which it does every ses< 
sion, making appropriations for some particular 
purpose (the payment.of pensions for an illus- 
tration), and makes it the duty of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to pay them out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated (whicli is the language of all your 
appropriation laws), and the Secretary of the In- 
terior makes a requisition upon the Treasury De- 
partment for $5,000,000 to pay pensions. The 
Secretary of the Treasury finds no money in the 
reasury not otherwise appropriated except the 
money that has been realized from the sale of 
bonds. He will be confronted with the question 
at once whether he will stop the payment of pen- 


sions, whether he will stop ‘the payments upon’ 


public buildings, whether he will stop payment 

for work upon rivers and harbors, whether he 

will withhold salaries. or use the money in the 
reasury not otherwise appropriated. 

The Secretary was questioned as to the ne- 
cessity for his proposed bond issue and stated 
that he felt the necessity was absolute. Said 
he: “I did it very reluctantly. I hesitated 
along time; sometimes I feared I was wait- 
ing too leng, but the situation at last became 


so critical that I felt it was my duty, and es- 


pecially in view of what 1 regarded as a very 
uncertain prospect of securing any immediate 
relief by Congressional legislation.” 

Didn’t Want to See the Debt Increased. 

He emphasized this point by saying that it 
was a thing he disliked as much as any gen- 
tleman upon this committee, for he diu ** not 
want to see the public debt of the country in- 
creased in any way whatever, or for any pur- 
pose whatever.’’* He favored the idea of.a 
popular loan—a low-interest, small denomi- 
nation bond, running for a short time, so that 
the people having money in savings banks 
might invest. 

Mr. Bailey of Texas, the author of the reso- 
lution Which was the subjeet of inquiry, chal- 
lenged the Secretary’s authority to demand 
gold for the bonds, and asked if this. was ‘not 
the first time discrimination had been shdwn. 

The Secretary replied: **No; Secretary 
Sherman sold bonds ior gold coin.”’ 

Mr. Bailey—I mrean this the first time 
When Mr. 
Sherman sold those bonds gold was the only 
legal tender. 

Secretary Carlisle—What the Secretary of 


is 


‘the Treasury says issubstantially this: ‘* Con- 


gress has invested me with authority to issue 
bonds and sel! them for coin. I will not issue 
bonds and sell them unless the purchaser will 
give gold coin for them, because gold coin is 
what is needed to maintain resumption and 
the parity of the two metals.”’ 

The Secretary rejected the plan of an issue 
of greenbacks to meet present emergencies 
and-said “that, while he would use them if 
Congress authorized the issue, he believed it 
to be unwise because there was more money 
‘in the country now than was in use. 


Touching the Seigniorage. 


Mr. Oates endeavored to sound the Secre- 
tary upon the proposition to issue certificates 
against the seigniorage, as contemplated by 
the penditig Biand bill. On this point the 
Secretary’s position was clearly disclosed, as 
follows: : 

Secretary Carlisle—Well, the effect of that 
would be that the Secretary of the Treasury 
would issue silver certificates calling for dol- 
lars. | suppose, when there were ff. dollars 
behind them, and if they: came for redemp- 
tion, as they might, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury would be compelled, I- suppose, to use 
gold or whatever eise he had to redeem them. 

Mr. Boatner—Could you not.coin the silver 
and use that? 

Secretary Carlisle—Yes; in about two years; 
it would take about that time. 

', A. Stone of Pennsyivania—-Have you 
not got enough silver.to redeem them? 

Secretary Carlisle—No, sir; certificates are 
outstanding against what we have, except 
about $5,000,000 or $6,000,000. 

Mr. Stone—What would be the objection to 


issuing certificates on account of the seign- 


iorage? 

Secretary Carlisle—I was going to state that 
if we should issue certificates with nothin 
behind them but bullion I think they sama 
bé @reatiy discredited in the public mind. 
..Lp answer to a question as to how fast the 
actual coinage of the seigniorage could be 
pushed Mr. Carlisle said: **If ali other coin- 
age were suspended atthe. mints I estimate 
that they would coin about 4,000,000 silver 
dollars a month or $48,000,000 a year.”’

TALKING OF A VETO. 


BLAND'S SOHEME IS DOOMED IN THE 
WHITE HOUSE. 


Opponents of the Seigniorage Bill, Fearing 
Its Passage, Look to Cleveland for Suc- 
coreCaucus on the Measure to Be Held 
“Another Free-Silver Bill to Be Sprung 
“Gold in the Treasury Begins to In- 
crease=Regret Expressed at Congress- 
man Houk’s Death. 


Wasaincrow, D. Le Feb. 10.—[Special. |— 
It’s a far cry from the Capitol td the White 
House, but a veto of the Bland seigniorage 
bill is already discussédy Secretary Carlisle 
seems to have shiftedghis position so com- 
pletely that he is now against the whole fiat 
scheine, though it would give the Treasury 
$55,000,000 quick assets, which will be 
badly needed before the end of the fiscal year. 
The talk of a prospective veto does not indi- 
cate that the opponents of the seigniorage 
scheme have much hope of beating it in either 
the House or the Senate. A call for a caucus 
hasébeen circulated, so that the Democrats 
may poscibly be able to make the measure a 
satisfactory one. As. the majority of the Re- 
publicahs see no way by which--coining the 
seigniotage can be anything but the. embez- 
zlement of a public trust fund they are not 
intent on ** improving” the bill. 

The strength developed by Mr. Bland’s sil- 
ver seigniorage bill‘leads te the belief that 
another move will be made for unlimited sil- 
ver coillage as a sequel to the passage of the 
seigniorage bill. “Mr. Bland has already in- 
troduced a bill *‘for the free coinage of the 
standard silver dollars.”” It went to the 
Coinage Committee, and was about to be dis- 
cussed when Mr, Bland asked that it be tem- 
porarily laid aside in order that the seignior- 
age bill might firat be acted on. 

As to the free-silver bill, Mr. Bland said to- 
day: *“‘It has been put aside for the present, 
but will probably be taken up later. No defi- 
nite plans have yet been made, but it is evi- 
dent that many members want the opportunity 
of again voting on the free silver question.”’ 

A number of members who voted for the 
repeal of the purchase clause of the Sherman 
law have told Mr. Williams of Illinois, one of 
Mr. Bland’s lieutenants, that they would like 
to have free silver brought to an issue again 
inorder to reverse their former position. 
These expressions, together with the stwength 
developed by the seigniorage bill, incline 
Messrs. Bland, Williams, and their silver as- 
sociates to give Congress one more thance to 
vote for unlimited siiver coinage. 

In the course of hisspeech yesterday against 
the Bland coinage bill Mr, Harter of Ohio re- 
ferred. to ‘tthis cave of the winds.’’ This 
brought Mr, Simpson to his feet. ‘* Witl the 
gentleman- say,’ he inquired, ‘* to- which 
branch of Congress he refers, the Senate or 
the House?”’ 

**Well,”’ said Mr. Harter, ‘‘I think the 
name applies to both branches, but I think it 
ought particularly to apply to the Senate.”’ 

‘*T rise toa poimt of order,” interrupted 
Mr. Van Voorhis of New York. ‘'The lan- 
guage of the gentleman is not respectful to 
the Senate and is not parliamentary.’ 

‘“And the Chair overrules the point: of 
order,’’ promptly replied Mr. Hatch, who was 
in the chair, and amid laughter at the Senate’s 
expense the debate went on. 


PEFFER'S AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


Cause of the Alleged Depression in Grain- 
Growing and Cattle-Raising. 

Wasnuineton, D. C,, Feb.-10.--Senator Pef- 
fer, Chairman of the Subcommittee on Agri- 
culture, which has been’ investigating the 
causes of the alleged depression in the grain- 
growing and cattle-raising States of the West 
and Northwest, has completed his report. 
Peffer says:@*1t dppears that in the older 
States farming lands under good manage- 
ment have not only maintained their fertility, 
but have increased in productiveness. Giv- 
ing proper weight to all local and special con- 
ditions which affect prices, taking the 
country over, including land and farm prod- 
ucts, a general depreciation, amounting to 
about 30 per cent, is the conclusion on that 
head.”’ As to the causes for the depreciation 
the report specifies a large number of co- 
operative agencies which have worked to- 
gether. The enlargement of the farming 
area in the Western States brought a new 
region into competition with the older por- 
tions of the country, and in connection with 
that our transportation system has rapidly de- 
veloped and the cost of carrying farm prod- 
ucts from West to East has rapidly lessened ; 
large milling centers were established, logic- 
ally concentrating the buying power. Im- 
mense packing-houses grew to-wonderful pro- 
portions in a few years, and these three great 
agencies of commerce—railroads, mills, and 
packing-houses—operated together to reduce 
prices of ail articles in which they dealt. 
The report does not show that there is at 
this time any combination among millers 
and packers and the railroad. people for 
the purpose of either depressing or 
maintaining prices. What the -report docs 
show is that the logical effect of such im- 
mense combinations of men, money, and bus- 
iness talent is to depress prices. to the lowest 
inargin of the markqt. Any single point pur- 
chasing a large quantity of wheat, like Min- 
neapolis, for instance, must have the effect to 
keep prices of that article on the lowest level 
of the market range. Besides these causes 
there is the irregularity in taxation under the 
State laws and toreign competition, the condi- 
tion’ in India being set forth at length. The 


_eost of producing wheat in India is oniy about 


13 cents a bushel, and since the opening of 
the Suez Canal it.can be laid down iui Liver- 
pool for about 50 cents, It is easy to see how 
so large a competition of 50-cent wheat would 
affect prices of American wheat in the same 
market. 

But the cause to which the report attributes 
the largest measure of influence in depress- 
ing prices is the rapid concentration of the 
great moneyed interests of the country. 


GOLD IN THE TREASURY 


Likelihood That Work on Several Public 
: Buildings Will Soon Begin. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Feb. 10.—At the close 
of business today the stated Treasury bal- 
ance stood at $134,253,007, of which $102.,- 
128,585 was in gold coin, and all except 
about $2,000,000 has been paid in on the 
bond issue, including the premium. The 
total receipts for the month aggregate 
$9,000,000 and expenditures $11,000,000, 
of which $5,350,000 was on account of 
pensions. This makes for the fiscal 
in 
excess of receipts. In addition to paying the 
sugar bounty, which upto the present time 
has been deferred, the Treasury Department 
will now proceed more rapidiy with the erec- 
tion of public buildings, which also have been 
delayed because of the scarcity of money. 
Within the next few weeks advertisements 
will be inserted for proposals forsome six 
ot eight public buildings, the plans and speci- 
fieations for which have been ready fur some 
time. By the time spring fairly sets in work 
on public buildings ‘throughout the country 
will be progressing at a more rapid rate than 
, According to the 
last report of the Supervising Architect seven- 
ty buildings were uncompleted, which, added 
co those about to ‘be begun in the spring, wiil 
make a total of seventy-six governmest build- 
ings on which work will be pressed.

Filling the Vacancy. 


The death of Mr. Houk has caused a good 
deal of talk, even this early, as to who will be 
his successor, and both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats ure discussing it, both parties evidently 
appreciating the importance ofa victory in 
this district. Heretofore it has been safely 
Democratic. In 1892 Cleveland carried the 
three counties comprising thedistrict by 3,810 
majority, while the majority of Mr. Houk was 
4.316 votes. Last yearin the Gubernatorial 
election "Maj. McKinley carried the three 
counties of Butler, Montgomery, and Preble, 
which form the district, by a majority.of 563 
votes. Republicans say that with the tariff 
question still an open issue the experience of 
the Democratic party in New York may be 
repeated, and that, despite the big mdjority 
against the Republicans, if a strong man is 
nominated he may be elected: Democrats 
who know the district and its large manu- 
facturing industries, notably those in Butler 
County, are inclined to look upon the out- 
come of the special election as doubt- 
ful. The Democrats are beginning to 
talk of candidates, and it is 
said that ex-Gov. Campbell of Butler 
County, who represented this district before, 
may be a candidate.

FILLETTE’S SANITY Is DOUBTED. 


The Naval Lieutenant Again Finds Him- 
self in Serious Trouble.

T. Glover 
Fillette, United States Marine Corps, in a 
rather odd way.

Foreign Swindlers Using the Mails to De-, 
fraud American Merchants.

CLERK HAS THE STOCK 


OSTENSIBLE OWNER OF THE METRO- 
POLITAN GAS COMPANY, 


All the Shares but Two in the Name of a 
Lawyer's Employe The Mayor Stands 
Firm and His Veto Message Will Be 
in Emphatic Termsesmythe Asks for 
More Time—He Gives Names in Secrecy 
Errors in the Recerded Vote. 


Mayor Hopkins told Corporation Counsel 
Rubens last evening that’he could keep night 
on preparing an unconditional veto of the 
Watson-Metropolitan ordinance on the lines 
already laid down, and that he could make it 
as direct and emphatic as _ the English 
language would permit. ‘It will be straight 
and direct,” said Mr. Rubens afterwards. 
**and will be ready Wednesday.” 

‘*Have you any directions to prepare 
amendments or a new ordinance?” 

‘*T have not yet.’ Further than this Mr. 
Rubens would not say. 

He has been looking up the articlés of in- 
corporation for .the Metropolitan company, 
and has found that the $5,000,000 worth of 
stock is held by three lawyer's clerks, who are 
in no sense capitalists. One of these, W. H. 
Miller,a clerk in the office of Knight & 
Brown, holds 49,998 shares of the face value 
of $100 each. Twootherclerks hold one share 
each. The law of the State contemplates that 
the capital stock shall be paid up. Mr. 
Rubens is of opinion that Mr. Miller has not 


. paid for the $4,999,800 worth of stock which. 


he holds, and will probably make that and 
other circumstances connected with the in- 
corporation the. subject of a paragraph or two 
in the veto message. The fact that the real 


backers have been afraid to avow themselves, 


that the ordinance was passed in practically 
the same form that it left the hands of the 
promoter’s attorney, that it offers no compen- 
sation to the city, that it does not lower rates, 
that it does not promise competition, that it 
proposes to tear up streets, and that it is not 
opportune to pass a gas ordinance at this 
juncture will also be touched on in the veto.

He mentioned 
the names of many Chicagoans who he said 
were interested in his scheme, but he would 
not permit their names to be given to the 
public. The public, said Smythe, had edu- 
cated the people to believe that the backers of 
the ordinance were no better than_ boodlers. 
Respectable men therefore would “hot allow 
their names to be used in connection with it. 
The Mayor said he was not surprised in 
view of the way the matter was brought 
into the Council, reported without considera- 
tion, and railroaded through by a compact 
majority which gave evidence of careful 


handling. The Mayor informed Mr. Smythe. 


also that he considered the names given him 
under the pledge that they would not be pub- 
lished as no names at all, and that until the 
so-called backers were willing to come out 
into the open and declare themselves he should 
consider that the ordinance has no backers 
and act accordingly. 

He said also that an ordinance with no 
acknowledged backers would be vetoed un- 
conditionally and finally.

Mary Kenney. another inspector, also 
testified that she had found the Priebe girl at 
work for Wolf and had notified him about it. 
Edward Schulz, one of the proprietors of the 
factory, said he knew Annie Priebe, but had 
not known her age until the inspector in- 
formed him, when he at once discharged her. 

Mrs. B. M. Powell. another deputy inspee- 
tor, also testified. ‘She said at Wolf’s factory 
Sept. 29 last she found eighteen children un- 
der 16 years of age. Nine affidavits were on 
file in the office, but three of them were in- 
correct.

duction the Controller says: ‘*‘In 1867, un- 
der an act of that year, there was a Commis- 
sioner of Taxes appointed by the Mayor. He 
was a man selected for his knowledge of real 
estate values. His boqgks were open to, the 

nection of the public, and affidavits were 
required of taxpayers as to the value of their 
peal and personal property. By act of Ist of 
July, 1877, an unfortunate change took place. 
The City of Chicago was required to assess 
and Gollect its taxes in the manner provided 
for inthe general revenue law This is set 
forth ia Art. 8 of the Revised Statutes, and is 
the system in use at present, with results as 
follaws: 

“The assessment on real estate for the years 
1867 to 1874, both inclusive, was much 
Jarger than in the succeeding years. In the 
year 1870, for instance, with a population of 
only 306,000, the assessed value on real es- 


tate was $243,643,600, while in 1893, with | 
a population of 1,500,000, the total assessed ,} 


value was only $189.299,120. With a pop- 
viation five-times as great the gssessment is 
ebzolutely one-tenth less. 

“The increase in the aggregate assessed 
value from 1889 to 1893 Vas only $36,655,- 


127, notwithstanding the fact that during this. 


period building permits were issued authoriz- 
mg the construction of buildings to cost 
$926,289,150..:The whole system of assess- 
ments in this city is radically wrong. The 
matter should be placed as it was at the time 
frst referred to, entirely within the control 
of the city’s officers. The same is true of the 
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mode of collection of taxes. The amounts re- 
ceived should be paid into the treasury of the 
city daily and be subject to the drafts of the 
Controller as necessity required. Under the 
present law the Collectors are required to pay 
over tHeir collections to the City Treasurer 
onee in two weeks, but only a few of them 
comply with this, sa. that at times our opeia- 
tions are seriously crippled while waiting for 
our money in their hands to be paid over. 

“ After the books of the Town Collectors are 
handed over to the County Treasurer we must 
again suffer delay, waiting on that officer for 
the amount of his collections. Thus it will

Eg: It will be seen that the debt of the City of 
Chicago is only $185481,450 (which includes 
the $5,000,000 voted on the World's Fair), 
and we have tangible assets, buildings, real 
estate, etc., probably to the amount of over 
$50,000,000, which has all been paid for by 
taxation.

CONFERENCE BETWEEN THE MAYOR 
AND DEPARTMENT OHIEFS. .- 


The City Executive Comments on the Fact 
That Despite His Orders the Salary 
List for January Is Little Less Than 
That of December=The Controller Says 
Scrip May Be Reached=Retrench ment 
in the Legal Division—Plans for In- 
creasing the Revenues Are Discussed. 


Mayor Hopkins had a conference with the 
heads of the city departments yesterday in 
reference to their work and especially in 
reference to the necessity for retrenchment. 
There were present Controller Ackerman, 
Corporation Counsel Rubens, Commissioner 
Jones, Marsha) Swenie, Collector Brandecker, 
Supts. Brennan, Schofield, Crossette, Cheney, 
Sheehan, Paymaster Harper, City Prosecutor 
Asay, Building Commissioner Eisendrath, 
City Sealer Burke, Gas Inspector 
Donovan, and some others. The Mayor 
addressed his subordinates briefly, urging 
the necessity for retrenchment and more zeal- 
ous Service in behalf of the city. He said: 
‘* IT fear that some among you do not fully ap- 
preciate the necessity for loyalty to the ad- 
ministration. I need your best services and 
your most active help. I have frequently 
issued orders which have not been promptly 
obeyed. Ido not think this is fair to me or 
to the city. It may turn out that it is not 
fair to vourselves.’’ The Mayor then briefly 
referred to the condition of the city finances 
and: called on Controller Ackerman for a 
statement. 


Mr. Ackerman assured the Mayor and the 
heads of departments that the expenses of the 
city government must be reduced fully 15 
percent irom what the expenses wére last 
month or the city would certainly be stranded. 


the city this year is smailer than it was last 
year the expenses for January were on the 
same ratio as for last year. ‘This raised the 
question of an increase in revenue, but it was 
soon seen that this discussion was not to the 
point, forthe money to be used by the city this 
year is from taxes based on the assessed valu- 
ations of last year. 


To Extend the License System. 


The licensing of all brokers, money-lenders, 
and those in kindred lines was discussed. It 
was suggested that as the liquor revenue paid 
to the government is given by about 3,000 
persons who do not figure on the city’s list of 
saloonkeepers these might be made to pay a 
license fee. It was said that a revenue 
of $100,000. ecpould be raised in this 
way. Supt. Brennan did  ~not, think 
so. He said there were not more 
than 100 places where licuor was sold in any 


a license. Mr. Asay said that the returns of 
the Collector of Interna) Revenue showed 
there were 3,000 more government licenses 
issued in Chicago than there are city licenses. 
TLe subject was dropped, but it is likely to be 
taken up again. 

Prosecuting-Attorney Asay then. astonished 
his associates by proposing a plan of 
retrenchment in his own depart- 
ment, which would also lead to re- 
trenchment in the Police Department. 
He said the city could get along with fewer 
police magistrates. He thought six would be 
enough, which reduction would save $20.000, 
The police magistrates* ought to sit all day. 
If the number was reduced he could reduce 
his staff of prosecutors. That would mean a 
salary of $8,000 more. In his judgment also 
the city would gain in revenue by the change. 
Thé Mayor directed Mr. Asay to draw up a 
report for him on the subject. 

Fire Marshal Sweunie and Chief Brennan 
were asked to make reductions in their de- 
partments, but stuutly contested any idea of 
reducing the. number of employés. Commis- 
sioner Jones was asked what he could do and 
he: promised to reduce expenses in his de- 
partment. 

Orders Not Obeyed. 


Some of the department chiefs are wneasy 
at the Mayor’s intimation that they were not 


the burden of proof is against them. 

The Mayor knows of -«everal instances 
where his orders have not strictly carried 
out and others where the : ils were tardy. 
He ordered a general reduciion of forces in 
December, yet the January pay-rolls are as 
large as those for December. He cautioned 
these recreant ch‘efs that he would counte- 
nance no tardy obedience, 

The result of the conference was that every 
chief will begin this week to decrease the ex- 
penses of the government and in trying to de- 
vise means for increasing the revenue. 

The conferences will be held weekly for 
some time tocome. The Controller told the 
assembled chiefs that if they did not reduce 
scrip will be in sight soon. 


SECTION I DECLARED FORFEITED. 


Drainage Board Will Adveftise for New 
BidseChanges on Section A. 

When the Drainage Board met yesterday 
the Trustees were reminded that the lease of 
the offices expires April 80O..and sixty days’ 
notice is necessary. Some of the trustees 
favor moving, as the present quarters cost 
$8,500 annually and $3,000 has been ex- 
pended fitting upthe vaults in the Rialto 
Building. The contractors for Section A— 
Heldmeier & Neu—put in lbionee 
for extra compensation. It was de- 
cided. to allow the contractors $6,500. 
There were also changes made in the stipula- 
tions for the work on this section. The in- 
creased expense 18 Incurred by the use of a 
steam dredge. which makes it necessary to 
deepen the channel. 

Sec. 1 came up for discussion, and it was 
agreed to declare the contract for that section. 
which is held by Alfred Harley, to be violated 
owing to his failure to proceed satisfactorily 
with the work. It was ordered that new ad- 
vertisements should be published and that 
this section should be relet, bids to be opened 
April 18. There wili be changes in the boun- 
daries, and proposals will be asked for doing 
the work of this section and also of 8,000 feet 
of river levee and 700 feet of main channel 
surrounded by section A to be added to sec. 
tion I. 4 

An office has been rented at Nos. 8541 and 
8548 Daly street to be used by the assistant 
engineerin charge of the work in that vicin- 


ity. 

Trustee Kelly will investigate a report to 
the effect thet laborers are charged a fee by 
employment agencies in this city and then 
another fee of $1 by foremen on the channel} 
before they can secure work, It is the senti- 
ment that if the practice does exist as _report- 


manded. 


CHANCES KILLED -BY GAS VOTE, 


Many Aldermen May Not Be Re-elected 
Because of the Last Monday Record. 

The Watson gas ordinance has played havoc 
with several Aldermanic candidacies during 
the last week. It has completely knocked 
out.Dan Horan in the Second Ward, and he 
will probably have to retire. The Repub- 
licans.are dead against him in the ward. Ever 
Stephen A. Douglas declines to sponsor him 
longer. On the other hand the opposition to 
the ordinance strengthens -Ald. Marrenner in 
the Third and Ald. Hepbarn in the Fourth, 
One D. J. Hardin, a: plumber who was a 
Democrat until recently, is trying to obtain 
the« support of the Republicans in the 
west end of the Fourth Ward. He igs 
not making much headway. He tried to run 
a deiegate ticket at the Republican primaries 
last fail with the aid of a gang of Democrats 
imported from Bridgeport. The Fourth Ward 
Republicans do not care to make such a re. 
cent convert as Hardin their candidate.

CICERO TO HAVE AN ELEVATED ROAD. 


The Township Trustees Grant a Franchise 
to the Lake Street Campany. 


Austin, Ridgeland, and Oak Park will have 
elevated transit and a_ five-cent fare to Chi- 
cago hereafter. Ata meeting of the Trustees 
of the Township of Cicero last night aa ordi- 
nance was passed granting to the Lake Street 
Elevated railroad company a franchise to 
extend its tracks through Cicero territory. 
The ordinance was accepted by _ the 
“LL” company. The franchise’ gives 
the right of way to tw “hb” 
road along Lake street and South boulevard 
from Fifty-second street, the city limits to 
Harlem avenue, the. Western limit of Oak 
Park and the township. A branch read is to 
run north on Fifth-second or Fifty-sixth street 
and west on Augusta street. The South boule- 
vard line istwoand a half miles in length 
and is required to be in running order within 
one year from the granting of the franchise. 
The feature which recommended it to ‘the 
districts affected is that there shall be 
one five cent fare between all points 
on the road. Property-owners along the line 
are to be protected by a guarantee of $100,- 
000 for the payment ot damages in the event 
of the failure to settle judgments. This pro- 
vision is not wholly satisfactory to property- 
owners, but it is the best arrangement that 
could be made with the railroad company. The 
only compensation for the franchise that the 
town is to receive is $1,000 annually. 


“The company is required to deposit a bond of 


$60,000 to secure the perforinance of all re- 
quirements of the ordinance. Trains must 
be run at intervals of not less than half an 
hour between the hours of 5 a. m. and 2 a. m. 
The ordinance specifies that stations shall be 
built at Robinson avenue, Fifty-second and 
Fifty-third streets, Central, Prairie, 
Lombard, Ridgeland, East, Oak Park, 
and Clinton avenues, and Wisconsin street, 
The superstructure of the railroad will run 
along the tracks of the Cicero and Proviso 
electric road on Lake street from Fifty-sec- 
ond street toa point near Central avenue in 
Austin. Here South boulevard commences, 
Lake street and the electric road makinga 
turn to the north. South boulevard is eighty 
feet wide andthe “L”’ road will océupy a 
strip twenty-five feet wide along its northern 
edge, leaving fifty-five feet for street and 
sidewalk. The franchise is granted for fifty 
years. 


ROW IN THE ORDER OF FORESTERS. 


High Court Repudiates the Directors’. Ac- 
tion and Demands Resignations. 

The spetial meeting of the High Court, In- 
dependent Order of Foresters of the State of 
Illinois, held yesterday at No. 112 Randolph 
street, resulted in the adoption of resolutions 
requesting the resignation of High Chief 
Ranger Rosenbaum and three  promi- 
nent members of the Board of 
‘Directors whose names. the Secretary 
would not reveal. At a meeting of 
directors last December: the body voted in 
favor of amalgamation with the so-called Su- 
preme Court 1. O. F., with headquarters in 
Canada, As soon as the members of the fra- 
ternity learned of this action, which was 
taken without the knowledge or sanction of 
the High Court, a special meeting was. de- 
manded, the object of which was to eall the 
members of the board who voted in* favor of 
amalgamation to account. High Chief 
Ranger Rosenbaum ignored the order to call 
the meeting and J. J. Geraghatz. High Vice- 
Chief Ranger, did so. Seven-tenths of the 
membership of the order were represented at 
the meeting and of nearly 300 delegates there 
was none who favored 2malgamation. It was 
charged that gross misrepresentation had 
been practiced by the High Chief Ranger.

PASSES FOR TRAFFIC. 


SOME WESTERN ROADS OHARGED 
WITH THE PRAOTIOE 


Chairman Midgley Trying Hard to En- 

_ force the Agreement of the General 
Managers=The Santa Fe Claims That It 
Has Been Broken to Its Detrimente 
Admission of the Inter-State La.w’s 
Nullity=Strong Front Against the Union 
Pacific’s Move Presented. | 


There are breakers ahead for the pass 
agreement recently adopted by the General 
Managers of the Western roads, and the en- 
forcement of which was intrusted to Chair- 
man Midgley of the Western Freight Associa.. 
tion. It was the tougliest job Mr, Midgley 
ever undertook, He devoted nearly all of his 
time to the work, but it looks now as if ail his 
efforts had been in vain. Ever since the agree- 
ment to restrict the issue of free transporta- 
tion went into effect rumors have been in Cir- 
culation that some - of the roads 
were issuing passes indiscriminately and 
were paying no attention to the agree- 
ment. About a week ago the managers 
held a meeting to investigate the charges, but 
everybody declared that there was no truth in 
them. Consequently, no ‘action was taken. 
This whitewashing process, however, was not 


to the liking of the managers of the Santa Fé. ° 


They claim to have evidence that one of the 
roads running through from Chicago to the 
Missouri River and théttte to the Rocky 
Mountains had been issuitig. passes right and 
left without consent from Qhairman Midgley ; 
that the Southern Pacific, which is not a party 
to the agreement, is injuring the Santa Fé at 
a'l points where they come into competition 
by issuing free passes to shippers; that the 
Denver and Rio Grande, which declined to be- 
come a party to the agreement, had covered 
the whole State of Colcrado with free passes, 
and thus secured an advantage over the Santa 
Fé. The latter therefore. appears to have 
come to the conclusion that it cannot stand 
up against the pressure afly longer. 

A day or twc ago Vice-President Robinson 
of the Atchison, Santa Fé and Topeka gave 
formal notice of withdrawal of his company 
from the agreement to- restrict the free issue 
of transportation for the.reasons given above. 
This action on the part of the Santa Fé caused 
considerable excitement in Western railroad 
circles, and Chairman. Midgley immediately 
set to work to induce the Santa Fé to recon- 
sider its intention to withdraw from the agree- 
ment. Mr. Midgley thinks he will succeed in 
convincing Mr. Robinson when he returns 
from the West that the situation is not nearly 
as bad as had been represented, and that the 
disruption of the pass agreement would no 
doubt seriously affectahe maintenance of rates 
and the enforcement of all existing traffic 
agreements. Mr. Midgley was to have gone to 
Washington last evening to be present at the 
conference of-_railroad officials with the Inter- 
State commission Feb, 12, but owing to the 
complications that have arisen about,thé pass 
agreement he decided to remain at home and 
try to effect a compromise if possible. 

That the inter-State commerce law has be- 
come a dead letter is clearly demonstrated by 
the row over the issue of passes. If the law 
was obeyed a pass agreement would not be 
neceggary. Under the law the issue of free 
passes or transportation on account of traffic 
is strictly prohibited. Yet the railroads find 
it necessary to make a special agreement to 
restrict the indiscriminate issue of passes on 
account of traffic. 


WILL FIGHT THE UNION PACIFIC, 


Western Roads Agree to Stand Together 
and Show a Bold Front. 

Western Passenger Association lines do not 
propose to let the Union Pacific play havoc 
with all their arrangements without a deter- 
mined struggle. Ata meeting of the Advi- 
sory committee of the immigrant clearmg- 
house held qt Chairman Caldwell’s office 
yesterday marning it was decided that all 
lines parties to the agreement should 
stick ‘together and -show a_ solid 
front to the Union Pacific. Theopinion was 
expressed that unless this was done the de- 
moralization would me so great as to se- 
riously affect the revenues of all lines. The 
Northwestern, it is understood, will not ac- 
cept the bait thrown out to it by ‘General 
Passenger Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific, 
but will carry out/its agreement with the as- 
sociation lines. The Alton people say that in- 
asmuch as they hav@no interest in the trans- 
Missouri immigrantt traffic they do not pro- 
pose to be drawn into the conflict. The Union 
Pacific therefore will have to fight alone 
against the combined forces of all the Mis- 
souri River lines. 


SECURED REBATES FROM RAILROADS. 


Buffalo Court Decides That Such Action Is 
ee: Against the Law. ; 

Burrato, N. Y., Feb. 10,—Considerable 
light was thrown on the peculiar business ofa 
‘* transportation agent”’ in a case which was 
dismissed in the Superior Court today, It 
was the action of Hallis J. Parks against the 
Jacob Dold Packing company to col- 
lect a year’s salary and $2,000 dam- 
ages for wrongful dismissal from _ the 
employ. of defendant. In the course of 
his testimony Mr. Parks stated that after en- 
tering the employ of the packing company he 
immediately det to work obtaining. rebates. 
Parks was discharged because he would not 
disclose the methods he empioyed to get these 
rebates. The defense was that this was suffi- 
cient grqunds and the court decided that as 
the engagement of Parks was an unlawful un- 
dertaking his contract with the company was 
therefore invalid. 


No New Roads for Milwaukee, . 


MILWAUKER, Wis.. Fob. 10.—{Special.]—A let- 
ter from E. H. Abbott of Wisconsin Central road, 
with reference to the movement to secure more 
railroads for Milwaukee, states that the present 
condition of business did not, warrant building 
new roads, but he hoped that with the improve- 
ment of business the Wisconsin Central company 
might be enabled to resume its plans of three 
years ago for building into Milwaukee. The 
Chicago and Northwestern and Wisconsin 
Central road companies haye withdrawn their 
offers to transport freight free to. Hurley, when 
intended for destitute miners and also_ to trans- 
port idle men free from Hurley to other points 
on their lines, as they have done all that could 
be reasonably expected of them. 


Will Build Independent Tracks. 

Decatur, Ill, Feb. 10.—It is learned hére to- 
day that the Vandalia railroad company, which 
lately leased the Terre Haute and Peoria line for 
ninety-nine years, has ‘drawn plans to build an 
independent track from the central bridge south 
of Decatur along the east side of the Llinois 
road through the city to Maroa, thirteen miles 
north from the bridgéto the Union depot. The 
trains will be operated by the block system to 
avoid the possibility of accidents. The improve- 
ments will necessitate the building of a new 
Union depot in place of the present unsightly 
building. 


St. Louis Road Secures More Evidence. 

MrIxnEApouis, Minn., Feb. 10.—{Special.]—The 
St. Louis road is proving itself to be a hustler in 
the matter of detective work. It has secured an- 
other case against a certain Chicago line in this 
city for selling tickets to Southern points ata cut 
rate. This time the tickets were sold by the local 
agent of the road to some point in Alabama.

REPORT ON FARM ANIMALS AND COTTON. 


Interesting Statistics Furnished by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, 

Wasuincron, D.C., Feb. 10.—The estimates 
of farm animals for January, 1894, indicate 
ta decrease in the number of horses as com- 
pared with January, 1893, of a little less than 
8-10 of 1 per cent, an increase in mules of 
about 9-10 of 1 per cent, an increase of milch | 
cows of nearly 4-10 of 1 per cent, and of oxen 
and other cattle of a little less than 2 per 
cent. Sheep, in the interval between these 
dates, have suffered u numerical loss of nearly 
5 per cent, and hogs have fallen off in num- 
bers nearly 2 percent. In prices horses have 
declined 2 1-9 per cent, mules 12 per cent, 
milch cows have remained almost 
stationary, but with. increasing tendency, 
while oxen and other cattle have lost 3g per 
cent. There has been a decline in the price 
of horses throughout the country excepting in 
Rhode Island and Idaho. The range of prices 
is from $15.80 per head in New Mexico to 
$95.43 in Rhode Island, the average bei 
$47.83. The price of milch cows has ar 
vanced in some sections, but the decline in 
other parts of the country has so nearly offset 
the increase that the average for the country 
remains at about the tigures of 1893, 

The decline in the price of sheep has been 
considerabie in the last year, notwithstanding 
the decided decrease in numbers. Hogs have 
also fallen in price, but there is every appear- 
ance of rapid recovery. The aggregate num- 
pe and valuesof farm animals are as fol- | 
ows: ;

Firebugs and tramps are making a de- 
termined effort to burn the Wor!d’s Fair 
buildings.

The woodwork was burning briskly, with 
every sign of incendiary origin. The guard 
was alone in the building and no water at 
hand. He crept under the floor and smothered 
the flames with handfuls of dirt. At 3 o’clock 
‘in the morning he found a small fire at the 
east end of Manufactures Building. It was 
burning its way under a window sill. This 
fire was extinguished with a Babcock cylinder. 
Guard Kinsell, going off duty at 10 p. m., 
found an incipient fire in the engine room of 
‘the Waukesha «Hygeia building. When he 
had extinguished it he found quantities of 
oiled rags in the hole. Pine wood had also 
been piled up between the staff shells of the 
inner and outer walls. 
 At-3a.m. Guard Schaunaman located a 
fourth -fire in the frame building usedeasa 
staff-manufactory in the southwestern corner 
of the grounds. A still alarm called the 
guards from their beds and the fire was soon 
under control. Here again kindling wood 
‘had been. piled up and set ablaze. 
- Capt. Elliott, who has charge of the southern 
dlatrict of Jackson Park, received detailed 
Teports of the feur fires yesterday. It gues 
down onthe official records that four at- 
tempts were made in one night to burn the 
Ex on bui ings. . 
¥ Rice has a plausible theory of these at-

Observer Parker Explains That the Wave 
Has “ Loat Its Aggressiveness.” 

Observer Parker at the Weather . Bureau 
said last night that the indications given out 
yesterday for this locality probabiy would 
need revision, It had Ween predicted that the 
thermométer would get down to zero by 8 
o’clock last night and fall lower still by this 
morning. Observer Parker was content to 
suy that it would be cooler last night and this 
morning than it was -yesterday morning, 
though he said it was still very cold up north.

zero in Minnesota. The reasons he gave for 
the non-appearance of the extreme cold pre- 
dicted were; first, that the cold vave had been 
“»aralysed”’ and had ‘lost its aggressive- 
ness,’’ and, secondly, that the storm of Friday 
‘‘ went too far North.””

Exemption from Taxes! — “Should Be 
Beaten.” 


CurcaGeo, Feb. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]}— 
Your excellent article of the 7th against the ex- 
emption from water taxes of the property of the 
Young Men's Christian Association or of any 
other professing Christians who do not want to 
pay Cresar his just taxes (Matthew 22: 21.) on 
“church buildings, parsonages, or convents of 
all denominations whatsoever,’ so named in the 
proposed ordinance of the City Council, was very 
refreshing to many of your readers who must 
have gladly welcomed such testimony against the 
violation of one of the most precious fundamental 
principles of the Constitution—nameivy: No con- 
nection between church and state. Not only so, 
but let us hope that the vast majority of our re- 
ligious people inherit that love of liberty which 
caused the early Puritans, ete , to leave their na- 
tive lands to escape the oppressions then and 
yet existing because of the scate churches in 
Europe. But who are the American citizens that 
would dare to te tax this nation orcity to 
support “church buildings, parsonages, and con- 
vents of all denominations whatsoever.” Alas 
for our City Council if such characters can be 
found in it! 

Now tell us the difference between the princi- 
le of exemption from city water taxes and that 
rom State or national taxes? If the water tax

The Higher Mission of the Bible. 

CuIcaao, Feb. 9.—[{Editor of The Tribune.]— 
President’ Harper’s lectures on Genesis have 
called forth far more surprise and reproach than 
one would have expected in an enlightened com- 
munity ‘of the present day. Dr. Harper simply 
stands where all now stand who approach Bible 
study in a scholarly way, and who avail them- 
selves of the latest conclusions of those great 
specialists who have devoted their lives to 
exegetical labors. 

An outcry has been raised because of Dr. 
Harper's statement that the biblical stories have 
their counterparts in outside stories and that 
such anecdotes as that of Cain killing Abel, their 
founding a city, the deluge, etc., existed already 
as tradition before they were taken in hand by 
the author of Genesis. Yet this is only saying 
what was established long ago conclusively and 
what will be proved to any one studying com- 
parative religions. Notonly all the Old Testa- 
ment stories but all the Christian dogmas are 
found in previous creeds in Egypt, Persia, and 
India, or in classic mythology. Jesus repeated 
in charming, as tng language what had been 
said 750 years before in classical Hebrew. The 


coincidences between the lives and teachings of 


Jesus and Gautama Buddha have been remarked 
aRoe by many writers. . 

r. Harper says that the primary object of the 
biblical writers was not history, not science, 
butthe teaching of religion. Here again he is 
on impregnable ground. These men as writers 
of history are in the same situation as if -one 
should attempt to write a history of England be- 
fore the Roman invasion, without access to any 
writing. even pictorial, and even without ex- 


> 
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Such a person might give us a beautiful fiction, 
an idealized history, but certainly not an authen- 
tic and trustworthy record. No portion of Jew- 
ish history cauld have’ been written before the 
time of Solomon. Incidents in the life of David 
are teken by the anonymous authors of Samuel 
from Book of Ashar, which was lost before 
the eye of a scholar could: have seen it. 
Incidents: in the life of Joshua are 
taken by the anonymous = author 
Judges from the Book of the Wars of 
Jere, which was lost soon after Joshua made the 
eun stand still “and the moon in the valley of 
Ajalon.” This stroke of military genius is at- 
tested by the histofian of the wars of Jere. - If 
one would see how legends originate and spread, 
and would find a plausible s uggestion for the ex- 
istence of many of the Bible stories, he should 
read John Fiske’s ‘*‘Myths and Mythmakers” 
and S. Baring Gould’s “Curious Myths of the 
Middle Ages ahd Legends of Patriarchs and 
Prophets.’ 

Dr. Harper has excited consternation by pro- 
posing toclear the Bible of some rubbish. He 
will find no lack of opportunity. Modern inves- 
a Age has thrown great light on the manner in 
which the Bible was compiled. A large number 
of apocryphal books are known to have been ex- 
cluded from the Old Testament, though quota- 
tions from some of them_appear to be used by 
the aposties; the New Testament is the result 
of the notes of councils, some gospels and epis- 
tles having been rejected, while other epis- 
tles were rotained by. a bare majority: 
yet all henceforth were to be counte 
the infallible word of God. When we 
revolted against inconsistency and error iu it, wea 
were told the finite must not judge the infinite: 
reason must give place to faith.. But itis faith 
in the **Christian fathers’’ that is needed. If 
any one would gain atrue estimate of the value 
of the testimony of these worthies let him read 
of their lives and writings and superstitions and 
he will be slow to accept their dicta about 
** God’s word.”’ 


amination of the stone implements of that period. 


The Bible, as we have it today, is the result of. 


the editorial labors of some man, probably Ezra, 
who had to deal with a large amount of material 
inthe form of. traditions. Although some of 
these were much older than others he wrought 
them into the same structure, bringing some 
things to stand together which were, in fact, 
separated by long intervals of time. Modern 
critics have not failed to detect many examples 
of unskillfulness inthe handof this editor of 
the Ola Testament scriptures. For example, the 
second book of the. Bible, Exodus, describes the 
flight of the Israelites out of Egypt into the des- 
ert, at which time a code of laws seems to have 
been given them. The fifth book of the Bible. 
Déuterohomy, contains a _ fuller exposition 
of these laws. It used to be supposed that this 
elaboration and digest of the laws of Israel was 
written by Moses, and only a little later than the 
account given in Exodus. Evidence has arisen 
that some of the laws contained in the book of 
Deuteronomy were devised long after the time 
of Moses;some were framed hundreds of years 
after the flight of Israel out of Egypt; some, 

robably, have no historical basis whatever. 
Modern literary research has revolutionized the 
chronology of the Old Testament and its reputed 
authorships, revealing how much must be de- 
ducted for the fallibility of finite men. 

But to many this critical examination of the 
Bible appears to be simply a process of tearing 
it to pieces. When it is shown that there are 
mistakes in the Bible, swiftly comes the fear 
that it will henceforth lose its authority as a re- 
ligious guide. Butilet no foreboding heart be 
troubled. The Bible was never so surely on its 
way to be of real service toman. Formerly either 
it has been worshiped ignorantly as a sort of 
fetich or it has been spurned as a whoie be- 
cause it could not be accepted as a whole; 
or peopie have injured their. minds and sar- 
rendered their common sense by attempting to 
make the works of different writers in different 
ages tell one harmonious story or yield a consist- 
ent body of doctrine. Butsosoon as we allow 
ourselves to read the Ola Testament as a record 
of the: traditions, history; and poetry of a distant 
age it becomes an intelligible, interesting, and 
valuable book tous. When we admit that the 
New Testament contains the best portrayal of 
exalted virtue ever written, the best disquisitions 
on the philosophies and theologies of the early 
centuries: of this era, then we begin to prize 
it for its real vaiue. And thus the Bible, which 
contains the religion of Jesus and that other re- 
ligion upon which his was founded, while it be- 
comes less and less to us a book of history or of 
Science, will tend to become ever more and more 
a k of religion and a helper in the develop- 
ment of réligious thought in the minds of men.

Visalia, CaL, Rainmaker. 

Visarta, Cal., Feb. 1.—{San Francisco Ex- 
aminer.|—A week ago Wednesday Frank 
Baker of Visalia, an amateur rainmaker, went 
to Pixley for the purpose of producing rain. 
Before he left he informed the Examiner cor- 
respondent that he intended to produce rain 
within seven days, and he kept his word. 
Tuesday and Wednesday a local rain-storm 
occurred in the vicinity of Pixley amounting 
to .35 to .45 of an inch. 

Mr. Baker returned to_this city this morn- 
ing in jubilant spirits. He is now satisfied be- 
yond a doubt that he ‘can produce rain by 
He proposes to visit 
Pixley every two weeks, and is sanguine that 
he will be successful in his experiments, 

During the months of April ‘and May he 
proposes to put forth his bést efforts in order 
to thoroughly drench the soil. The residents 
of Pixley are well pleased with Baker’s exper- 
imn@nts, and they propose to assist him in con- 
ducting his future operations. 

They Vouch for His Efficiency. 
: He brought back with him the following let- 
er: 

This is to certify that it rained .85 to .45 of an 
inch at Pixley Jan. 80 and 831. We gentlemen 
here vouch for the truth of the same: that it is 
a local rain of fifteen to twenty miles in extent, 
and that it was brought about by the Baker 
process. .

Baker commenced experimenting with rain- 
making three years ago in January. He 
made the discovery of his solution acci- 
dentally while mixing some chemicals to- 
gether to form a liquid. Baker, who is a 
druggist, says he noticed that the chemicals 
had a wonderful influence over the atmos- 
phere, as it became close and humid in close 
proximity to where he was using cheu:nicals, 
and after the entire evaporation of the liquid 
it became cloudy and there was a precipita- 
tion of rain, 

During the months from January to June 
Baker continued his experiments with equal 
success. In fact he says he never failed to 
produce a storm within six or seven days 
during the months mentioned. 


Repeated Ex periments. 


‘** The barometer always fails immediately 
on commencing: operations,” said - Baker, 
‘* and by using a large amount of chemicals I 
create a storm center that causes a rain that 
will extend over a large stretch of territory.” 

Baker had so much confidence tn his proc- 
ess that he had a small place near Pixley 
plowed and sowed dry to grain. This part of 
tae county is the dryest and has been subject 
to drought for years. If it rains hard at 
Tulare the fall at Pixley is. almost invariably 
light. He commenced his experiments on 
Der. 14, and seven days later it rained .75 
of an inch. His second experiment com- 
menced Jan. 11, and it rained. on the 15th, 
16th, and 18th, and was, as successful as 
the first. On Wednesday it only sprinkled in 


Tulare, but in Pixley the fall amounted to 
almost an inch.

As 
the French like logic in their politics they 
ought to perceive that by a similar process of 


Teasoning they are themselves bound by their 


good will to Russia to pay it a higher price 
than they pay other sellers, or. which comes 
to the same thing, to reduce the duties, on 
Russian wheat. while they increase them on 
wheat from other countries. - | 

Even the more sober journals of - Paris, 
though they do not yet join in the cries of 
treachery, are convinced that underlying the 
Russo-German commercial treaty there isa 
political object. They dwell in tones of re- 
proach og the love of Alexander for peace, 
having forgotten that they and he have in- 
variably declared that the bond -between Rus- 
sia and France was wholly a_ bond of peace. 
They accuse him of wishing for peace with 
Germany and of assenting to this treaty to 
promote it and to improve the. political rela- 
tions between the two countries. Such lan- 
guage throws a singular light on the sincerity 
of the French professions which have echoed 
all over Europe. But the attitude is eminent- 
ly French, and you can say no more, except 
that out of such suspicions and this open 
avowal of an angry jealousy very grave re- 
sults may flow. 


Collisions in Africa, 

The second attack by the French on British 
troops on the frontier of Sierra Leone has oc- 
curred. The English endure these accidents 
patiently enough, but it is suggested to the 
French Government-that two such blunders 
are enough.

CHICAGO BOY IN RIO JANEIRO BAY. 


Emil Gathmann® Son of the Inventor, 
Writes of the Conditions There. 

Emil Gathmann, son of Louis Gathmann, 
the Chicago inventor, who is a cadet engineer 
on the United States steamship San Francis- 
co, now stationed in the harbor of Rio de 
Janeiro. has written an interesting letter to 
his father under date of Jan. 14 describing 
the situation in the Brazilian harbor. The 
letter in substance says: 

‘* We arrived at this port the day before yes- 
terday and will remain here until thegrouble 
is settled one’ way or the other. Commerce is 
at a standatill here, the harbor is blocked with 
ships of all nations and there are men of war 
from the followmg countries: En- 
two first-class cruisers, two 
France, one cruiser; Ger. 
many, one cruiser; Italy, one cruiser, 
two gunboats; Austria,. one cruiser; Portu- 
gal, two cruisers. The Brazilian CGovern- 
ment has not a single ship of any kind in the 
harbor, and Admiral Mello, the ‘rebel chief,’ 
would have the city at his mercy if the foreign 
powers did not interfere; as itis there is a 
continuous bombardment between his ship 
and thé loyal forta, of which there are three, 
mounting altogether 150 guns, half of which 
are the old Arinstrong muzzle-loading rifles 
and the rest are modern rapid fire ordnance 
from 1 to 15 pounders. 

* Last night one of Mello’s ships, the Re- 
publica, passed the forts, and there was some 
hot firing for atime. Though the Republica 
was struck several times it did not suffer any 
material damage, but in turn dismantled sev- 
eral of the fort’s guns, as we could see through 
our glasses. While bombarding the forts a 
few days before we arrived here the govern- 
ment fired on a German steam launch by mis- 
take and came near getting into trouble 
thereby. They had to salute the German flag 
with twenty-one guns. 

‘¢ Shells come a little too close for comfort 
once in a while, but they take good care not 
to hit any of us, Everything that floats must 
earry the flag from which the owner claims 
protection. 

‘‘ There has not been anything that could 
be called a buattie since’the early part of 
December, and I think no decisive action 
will take place until the Nictheroy and Amer. 
ica arrive together with other government 
forces from Bahia and Pernambuco. Mello 
keeps the harbor well patrolled with small 
torpedo boats, and I think Peixoto is going to 
have a hard time in getting the upper hand 
if he gets it at all.

The contest on both sides is political as well 
as economical. Count von Caprivi—or, if not 
Count von Caprivi, his orgaus—responded to 
the threat of expulsion witha threat of dis- 
solution. None could be more formidable, 
since a general election with the Conserva- 
tives appealing to the country against the 
government would mean in all probability 
the rout, if not the ruin, of the Conservative 
party. Itis political in another sense, since 
the opening of German markets to Russian 
wheat is éxpected to bring about better 
and .more friendly relations between 
the two governinents. . The Con- 
servatives reject this view, alleging that 
trade and diplomacy are two distinct matters. 
That they are not so in the mind of the Ger- 
man Emperor'is evident from the speech 
above referred to at Count von Caprivi’s din- 
ner, in which the all-wise Majesty of Germany 
expressly affirmed the political importance of 
a commercial understanding with Russia. Its 
rejection would be followed, he said, by a 
tariff war and presently by a real. war. That 
is a grave declaration, and the more so for his 
statement that the Czar had intervened per- 
sonally to carry this treaty from. his love of 
peace, Justis the German Emperor now in- 
tervenes personally. The two Emperors are 
legislating for their two countries. 

The potitical peint is “one on which Europe 
would like ‘to hear Prince Bismarvk’s opin- 
ion, not only because he is the most experi- 


enced of statesmen, but because he is, or has’ 


been, at thesame time an agrarian and an ad- 
vocate of a closer connection with Russia. So 
sharp is the antagonism between the two 
points of view thataless adroit diplomatist 
might think them irreconcilable. Moreover. 
Count Herbert von Bismarck isa leader, if 
not the leader, of the agrarians in the Reich- 
stag; and on this subject, as on others, has 
been accepted as an exponent of his father’s 
principles. Altogether the situation is emi- 
nently one for a full statement by Prince 
Bismarek, and if :the recent interview be. 
tween him and the Emperor had any political 
significance whatever now is a good time for

France Also Has an Interest, 

What the Hamburger Nachrichten said yes- 
terday is interesting but not conclusive; It

GRAVE ENGLISH CRISIS IS ON. 


‘Campaign Against the House of Lords Be- 
gins This Week. 

[Copyright, 1294, by the United Press. ] 
Lowpox, Feb. 10.—There are many signs 
that the country is on the eve of a grave con- 
stitutional crisis. The question of abolishing 
the Hotise of Lords has become acute, and 1t 
now depends upon the action of the Cabinet 
meeting to be held Tuesday whether or not 
the continuance of the Upper House shail be 
discussed in the first plank of the National 
Liberal Federation’s platform. 

. Mr. Gladstone is not willing to lead a cam- 
paign against the peers, yet he may be forced 
to it by a combination of Ministers insisting 
upon the necessity of the issue. There is no 
doubt that in the Cabinet many favor heroic 
methods of dealing with the Lords. ‘Camp- 
bell-Bannerman. Seeretary of State for War 
said in a speech last evening at Newcastle that’ 
the question was. whether a free, self- -govern- 
ing community or a body of irresponsible 
hereditary peers ought to prevail. Prof. 
Bryce, Chancelior of thé Duchy of Lancaster, 
said to a Liveral meeting in Liverpool: 

‘If the House of Lords will force the con- 
flict we must clear away the bar on which so 
many vessels freighted with useful legislation. 
have been wrecked.’’ 

Sir Charles Russell, Attorney-General, de- 
clared in addressing the Liberals of Wisbach: 
‘The question now is whether the Lords, 
sitting by accident of birth, can be allowed to 
mangie an act passed by the chosen repre- 
sentatives of the people.”’ 

These extracts from the speeches of most 
conspicuous Liberals show which way the 
wind blows, Instead of home.rule the .aboli- 
tion of the House of Lordsis taking first place 
among the questions of .Ahe day. The: peers 
themselves, judged from their unusually in- 
dustrious attendance of parliamentary sit- 
tings, seem to have the consciousness that 
their situation is precarious. On‘all votes they 
now turn out 200 strong agaist the govern- 
ment. 

Amendments Will Be Rejected. 

The program that finds mueh favor among 
the Radicals just now is that the Ministers will 
bluntly refuse to aceept the peers’ amend- 
ment to either the parish councils or employ- 
ers’ liability bill, and introduce a bill to re- 
form the Upper House by abolishing the sys- 
tem of hereditary legislators. On the strength 
of this action the Radicals say the Cabinet 
should then appeal to the country. One ob- 
stacle to this course is Gladstone's invincible 
attachment to the hereditary Upper House} 
another is the Premier’s strong desire to see 
the home rule issue kept in the foreground 
of Liberal legislation. Despite his influ- 
ence, however, the time is ripening for 


the abolition of the Upper House in 
its present form. If the wife-pullers 
of the’ National Libéral federation have 
free hand, the agitation against the pecrs 


will become the leading question of the 
House of Commons, which will resume work 
Monday, and the Cabinet will meet Tuesday. 
About Feb, 22 Parliament will be prorogued, 
but will reassemble within a week to hear in 
the Queen’s speech how the governm ent pro- 
poses to settle with the Lords.

with Russia was finally signed today. The 
North German Gazette in announcing tne fact 
proceeds to comment on & line implying that 
the treaty is an offensive and defensive alli- 
ance. In the tministerial circle the treaty is 
taken for what it is worth—that it assists to 
prevent, but does not deter war, Trade and 
commercial circles hail it as an undoubted 
success. It certainly gives great advantages 
to the East Prussian and Berlin markets. 
It is difficult to see how the agrarian Con- 
servatives can oppose the treaty in view of the 
fact that Russia concedes a tariff that is gen- 
erally beneficial to all Germany, but especial- 
ly good for the Eastern markets, . Thus coal, 
pig iron, steel, all sorts of machinery, woolen 
and other leading goods, chemical products, 
and leather goods get important tariff reduc- 
tions. Woolen textiles actually get 4)9 per 
cent off, although Russia has .a fourishing 
home trade in textiles. The result of the 
treaty is expected to be a revival to the indus- 
tries of Koenigsberg, Stettin, and Dantzic, 
while the Berlin boerse expects an inflow of 
orders from Russian speculators, ; 
The treaty contains no mention of the de- 
cree forbidding the Reichsbank to make

The Number of Answers to a Query of 
‘The Tribune ” Indicates That the Sub- 
ject Has Been Given Much Attention= 
Some Are Fastidious in Their Desires, 
While a Good Many Wish to Die Not at 
AllmSudden Death Is Yearned for by 
Quite a Namber, 

How do you want to die? 

People have their own notions about this, 
as they have about how they would like to 
live and where, and as they have about the 
tariff anda great many other things. There 
is an idea extant that death is a subject which 
people do not want to consider, Tue TrRis- 
uUNxE finds that, so far as its inquiries have ex- 
tended, those before whom the query was 
placed have given the matter some thought, 
for the responses, as will be seen, are full, 
and the promptness with which the responses 
came in indicates that those who made them 
are ready.

want to die?” the fact of the inevitable, of race. 


destiny, is assumed. It is only in the how of 
dying that there is a possible choice; and even 
this is often not permitted, for death may come 
with little warning and in unlooked-for ways. 
An event of such possibly momentous import 
must often find place in the thoughts of young 
and o!d, and hence the desire to understand what 
death is and a pradent forecasting are wise. 
Nature isa vast and progressive order of the 
ever becoming. Birth and death are related 
events in the evolution of life. the one as natural 
and necessary as the other. Hence one could de- 
sire that the going should be as natural as the 
coming; that the change called death should not 
be by accident nor hastened 5d disease, but that 
atthe end of long and well-lived years, and, 
having served its uses, the tired body should 
painlessly lie down to rest; “return to the earth 
as it was.” or whence it came, and “the spirit to 
God who gave it.” This would be natural 
living . and: dying; but through the igno- 
rance, the vices, and sins of the past man 
suffers from a large inheritance of evils, result- 
ing from a perverted order; and through these 
and the dangers arising from the tremendous 
forces called into use in our modern civilization 
one has to pick one’s way along with such care 
as may be possible, but always with a not com- 
fortable sense of the insecurity of life. But with 
the feeling, the faith, that there is no death; that 
life does not die; that death is but a change in 
the mode of being and not a ceasing to be. man 
faces the uncertain as to the time and possible 
manner of leaving his present world with a won- 
‘derful composure; not knowing, not wanting to 
know, how and when the call may come, he 
moves on to the inevitable in race destiny, not as 
to the ending but the. beginning of a higher 
becoming, an ordeal, anight to be passed through.

However, a nice little fight may 
be looked for between the Yerkes syndicate 
and the Lake street ‘L’ people, who also 
auticipate invasion of the North Division with 
a main and branch lines of their system.” 

In this vein a prominent official in rapid 
transit circles discussed the situation of affairs 
yestetday. ‘“‘I have good reasons to know,” 
he continued, ** that the Northwestern elevated 
. proposition was originated and promulgated 
by the North Chicago Street railway compa- 
ny, but am not at liberty todivulge the source 
of my information. The North Shore Electric 
company, of which D. H. Louderback is Pres- 
ident, is also interested, but just to what ex- 
tent I can't say. Some people have labored. 
under the im pression that it was the North 
Shore company’s enterprise altogether, but in 
that they are, as they will discover when the 
proper time comes, mist aken.”’ 

Officials of the Lake Street **L” declined 
to discuss a report current yesterday 
to the effect that the Northwestern had quict- 
ly worked them out of the North Division ter- 
ritory. ‘‘If suchis the case,’’ said one of 
them, **‘ we know nothing about it..’ When 
asked what progress the Laké Street '*L”’ 
had made he replied, ** You don’t suppose we 
would be so imprudent as to give our hand 
away for the benefit of the enemy.”’ 

It is said the Lake Street “L”’ people have 
found themselves blocked at every turn by 
the Northwestern, but whether there is any 
foundation for the statement or not they re- 
fuse to say. Accordi torumor, the Lake 
Street ‘*L”’ company has been trying to se- 
cure a right of way out LaSalle avenue, 
to some point near Wisconsin street, and from 
there take a west and northwestern direction 
in such streets as it can get on, but thus far 
the opposition of the Northwestern crowd has 
prevented its making any sort of headway.

Bank Notes with Face Value of $4,000 000 
Printed by a Chicago House, 

The Western Bank Note company of this 
city is just completing the first issue of bank 
notes ever printed west of New York. The 1s. 
sue is for the Bank of Hamilton of Hamilton, 
Ont. The notes, 400,000 in number have a 
face value of $4,000,000 and are of the de- 
nominations of $5, $10, $20, $50, and $100. 
The work is praised by bank officials who 
have examined it. Each bill has to be print- 
ed three times, making over 1,000,000 im. 
pressions necessary for the issue. “Afté 
they are printed they. must. be subjected to 
hydraulic pressure, resized, again subjected 
to pressure, and finally numbered, 
Altogether the work has required nearly a

In printing 
the backs of the notes are printed first, then 
the under! ore tints on the face, and finally the 
black on ace of the notes. Each denom- 
ination bears a portrait of John Stuart. the 
President of the bank.

CuicaGco, Feb, 5.—To the Baacwatie the Board 
of Commissioners of Cook County : At a meet- 
ing of the Judges of the Circuit and Superior 
Courts of Cook County, held in the early part of 
last month, a committee consisting of Judges 
Adams, McConnell, Gibbons and Freeman was 
appointed to confer with your board in reference 
to the necessity of procuring additional court 
rooms. More than two weeks ago I, as Chair- 
man of the committee, wrote tothe President of 
your board, giving him the information aforesaid, 
and requesting him to appoint a time when 
the committee could confer either with 
your board or some proper commit- 
tee thereof. TO that communication I have 
received no answer. The facts are as follows: 
The General Assembly, at its last session, passed 
and the Governor approved an. act author zing 
the election for the county of three additional 
Judges of the Circuit Court and three additional 
Judges of the Superior Court. Iti is to be pre- 
sumed that the Legislature, in pas sing the act, 
and the Govornor, in approving it, were of the 
opinion that a necessity for the additional Judges 
existed. Atthe last November election the six 
additional Judges were elected and were subse- 
quently duly commissioned. That there is 
abundant work for them to do is sufficiently evi- 
deuced by the dockets of the courts. They cannot 
hold court without court-rooms, and 
the county whose,plain duty 1t is to provide nec- 
essary room, hith6rto has omitted to do so. The 
consequence is that while these Judges have been 
and are boing paid by the State and county the 
salaries fixed by law for the performance of their 
judicial duties, they have, without fault on their 
part, been unable to perform those duties as they 
otherwise would do. Some, if not all, of the re- 
cently elected Judges have been putting in about 
half time in assisting other pa 
rocms, or alternating with them: but it 
is no saving to the county and no advantage to 
suitors that two Judges shall be employed m do- 
ing the work of one, especially when there is 
work enough to employ all the time of all the 
Judges. he premises considered, your honor- 
able board is respectfully requested to act 

romptly in the matter.

SPARROW POT PIE BECOMES POPULAR. 
Fa 


Three Score Birds in a Stew. Prove Season- 
able Delicacies During Hard Times. 

, The English sparrow, that little nuisance 
who has succeeded in getting his name in the 
papers more often in the last few years than 
any member of the feathered tribe known to 
natural history, has at last become mixed up 
in.a news item in which his name can be 
mentioned without censure. This is prob- 
ably the first occasion of the kind on record. 

Down in that indefinite section known as 
‘¢ Thirty-third and de tracks”’ there is an in- 
fant industry which owes its recent inception 
and development to the financial depression 
and the steady demand for meat and other 


‘necessities of life. 


If one is fortunate enough to find the ptace 
he can see at any time of day a crowd of 
ragged boys, ranging in age from advanced 

byhood to a dozen years, industriously en- 
pi in a pastime which..is both unique and 
more or less profitable. There are thousands 
of sparrows in almost every part of the city; 
they swarm wherever food can be picked up 
or mischief done. They flock about thagrain 
cars on the side tracks and exhibit little fear 
of the boys. who gather bits of coal and fire- 
wood which fall from passing trains. One 
bright juvenile conceived the thought of mak- 
ing the *“‘sassy’’ birds a source of profit. He 
did not think of catching and selling them for 
nightingales as others have done, but he de- 
cided that they might be good to eat, and if 
he cou'd collect enough of them they might 
furnish one of the ingredients of an ‘‘ Irish 
stew’ ora pot pie. He had heard that spar- 
rows had been sold as ‘reed birds,” and, 
though he had no idea what reed birds were, 
he knew they must be something edible, Fol- 
lowing out that line of thought he decided 
that sparrows must be good too, 

To be sure it required a large number of 


them to make a “ mess,’’ but the thinker 


reasoned that sparrows were larger than 
oysters or shrimps or locusts or snails and 
grasshoppers. He knew all those things were 
eaten and relished by some people, though he 
had never tasted any of them. Meat was not 
an every day item on the bill of fare in his 
basement home and the thought of an addi- 
tional *‘ square’ meal was a sufficient incen- 
tive for immediate action. He decided to try 
it. | 

As in the case of the old iady’s recipe for 
rabbit pie he must “ first catch the rabbit, 
and he set about it with such means as were 
within reach and with little trouble was 
eminently successful. The plan was simple; 
he secured a box about three feet square and 
with one side uncovered. Turning the open 
side down he tipped it up on one edge and 

ropped it there with a stick one foot long. 
Vith a string attached to the wpright stick 
one could jerk it from under the box, which, 
relieved of its support, could fall to the 
ground with the open sidedown, Thus he 
had an improvised and effective ‘* dead fall. 

Afew trials proved satisfactory. He had 
only to entice his intended victims beneath 
the box and pull the string. With a hatful of 
small grain for ‘‘ bait”’ the young inventor 
retired with his box, stick, and string to a 
quiet alley. Ina few hours he emerged there- 
from with three score of headless sparrows. 
He took his first day’s catch home, and after 
due process in the culinary department the re- 
sult was more than gratifying. 7 
He kdpt his discovery a secret as long as 

possible, but it soon became public property. 
The result was a veritable crusade against the 
festive sparrow, and the mortality rate = 
gone up several hundred per cent. The much- 
abused birds are becoming scarce and wild in 


that vicinity.

in New York’and affect this flourish of fond- 
ness more from the vanity of its importan 
else. I have known capable young 

‘phase of life’s work who. have been spoiled 
by this flippant experience in Gotham and 
utterly ruined in taste and purpose and kept 
from going into more promising fields for 
honest work. It seems they had rather flirt, 
floatvand flourish with about enough in sight 
to keep the machinery. of life in healthy 
motion than makea move which meant greater 
earnings and a higher reputation because of 
the necessity of leaving behind the sportive 
environment of New York. An actor witha 
traveling company in receipt of a good 
salary will deny himself personal 
coinforts to save a little money, and 
then after he has obtained the end of saving 
take his chamois bag, plump and hardy, 
and hurry off to New York, to make an exhi- 
tion of his success. He usually takes counsel 
with a tailor, who is up on fashions and prices, 
and by. his artistic aid is turned into a walk- 
ing figure of ease and independence. He is 
apt even to forego his regulation afternoon 
nap, rather than be away, under such favor- 
ing circumstances, from the golden strand of 
vanity and versatile humbugging. He will 
hold the fort of glorious self-display until the 
inspiring means has melted away, and even 
then will often keep up the idle. enjoyment 
at the expense of a credulous neighbor. When 
I think of the amount of time absolutely 
thrown away by these favored mortals, which 
might be turned to helpful account for them- 
~selves and the world, it. gives me a long 
drawn stitch which makes sitting un- 
comfortable. Undoubtedly the pres- 
ent combination system of the theatrical 
business, which compels a constant journey- 
ing and the playing for a season of one part, 
begets desultory habits. and sometimes down- 
right and incurable laziness. As a rule the 
man in our world who has the most time on 
his hands to use as he may see fit accomplish- 
es the least. Actors are no exception, and 
they have about as much spare time on. their 
hands for thei: own personal disposition as 
any class who make a legitimate pretense to 
earn a living. 

‘* This ridiculous leaning toward New York 
by the actor guild was illustrated last week in 
the company I represent. The Hallen & 
Hart company ‘laid off.’ as they ‘say in 
trade parlance, for a week. This was done 
to avoid playing an undesirable route of one- 
night stands. As soon as the decision of the 
management was given out half the mem- 
bers of the company announced their intention 
of spending the time in New York. Only one 
of them had-a family there, which might eX- 
cuse the extreme of expense and_ incon- 
venience- caused by#@uch a trip. But for 
all that. the others went just the 
same. They could have not more than 
three days there, and I doubt even 
that; still they could not resist the temptation. 
Two or three of these had been saving — 
all the season. as is befitting any man who 
works for wages, but just the moment an 
opening is made for the waste of this result 
through a junket to New York and a few sun- 
det hours there away. goes their firmness, 
sense, and dollars. They will have gorgeous 
speeches to tell of their present visit and the 
big ‘gomgs on’ at the metropolitan theaters

The underlying idea of ** The World Finder”’ 
is an overstraining of realism which is rad- 
ically a violation of the nature and the laws 
of artistic illusion. Mr, Mackaye aimed to 
enlarge the limitations of the stage and has 
not succeeded except in perfecting certain 
electrical devices which are of incidental but 
not of essential value to theatrical art. He 
was radically wrong, one thinks, in giving 
facts instead of ideas to the people—a lower 
mission than the bare boards of Shakspeare's 
time possessed. He aimed in scenic inves- 
titure to offer realities as far as possible in- 
stead of the imitation of them, yet the pleas- 
ure and value of theatrical ijlusion lie princi- 

lly in the perception’ of the imitation.

“  §TORY OF THE MENNONITES, 
Settlers’ from the Czar» Realm on the 
srt Western Prairies, 

Abilene (Kas.) Letter in the St. 
Globe-Democrat: Quick as are Americans to 
criticise the manners and custopis of Russia 
and inferior as the subjects..of the Czar are 
frequenjly considered, the -settlers on the 
Western prairies might well learn a ‘lesson of 
the Russians who have their unique settle- 
The Mennonites |Ger- 
tnan Quakers Who had settled in Russia], 
éxiled from Southern Russia because of their 
religion, made as systematie an exodus as did 
the Israelites of old. ‘They sent out their 
agents to spy out the land and purchased 
100,000 acres of the Santa Fé and ‘Kansas 
Pacific ra}troads for homes, 

Then the people packed up their household 
goods and came to America. On the depot 
platforms they landed, wearing sheepskin 
coats, the woolly side out, and black kerchiefs 
over their heads. They carried iron teaket- 


'tles, and regarded the gazing American with 


as much curiosity as they themselves attract- 
ed. ‘They built. their villages of yellow lime- 
stone, the houses having queer hip roofs, 
green blinds, and double Bb like those seen 
in ‘a mill. Curious ovens, in which prairie 
hay or straw could be burned, overcame the 
lack of fuel, and a street looked for all the 
world as though it had dropped out,of an il- 
lustration in a Siberian sketch. Such names 
as Catherinestadt, Leberthal,’ and Pfeiffer 


grace their towns, and no man not of Men- 


nonite persuasion is allowed inside the limits 
asa resident, though visitors are cordially 
welcomed. 

The Mennonites number several thousand. 
but they are never heard of in politics. They 
are busy tiiling their 100,000 acres, raising 
stock, planting orchards, ‘and piling up 
wealth. The wide-awake Westerner standing 
on the stréet corner explaining the ** contrac- 
tion of the currency ’’’ to a knot of:listeners 
sees a half dozen odd-looking wagons come 
toiling up the road. They are loaded with 
wheat and solemn-faced Mennonites, who 
guide the sober teams, pocket the payment, 
and trudge homeward. The orators hold 


forth in the country schoolhouse and the. 


eager real estate agent plats additions to 
the towns, but the Mennonites pay no 
attention to either. They keep on selling 
wheat and corn and eattle until they 
have become the richest class of farmers, 
probably, their number considered, that Kan- 
sas affords. They take a few papers, they do 
not vote, they care nothing whether the gov- 
ernment is Republican or Democratic in its 
managetnent. They are as isolated as though 
they were upon a sea island, except as they 
bring. in their produce to the shipping station. 

It is noticeable that nearly all the lands are 
in the much-discussed * arid belt,’’ yet the 
Mennonites never ask aid er sted wheat. 
They prosper every year and their homes are 
veritable storehouses of garden and field 
products. To step into them is like a visit to 
the land of the Volga. Curious furniture, 
strange garb, and peculiar habits impress one 
with the feeling that he is in another land and 
another age. 

The houses are for the most part surrounded 
by stone walls, and old country fashions in 
fencing, barns, and implements are every- 
where apparent. 

They have their own. minister, their own 
chureb, and their own schools. When 
‘higher ” education is desired (and some of 
the young people are so forward in their am- 
bition for learning as American youth) there 
is plenty of money in the village bank to send 
them to Europe or to some Eastern college to 
acquire it. 

During the present year when common com- 
plaint of hard times has gone up from the 
dwellers.on the plains, when seed wheat ° has 
been sent by the thousand bushels to Ameri- 
co settlers, the Russians have continued to 
thrive. 

Their old-fashioned vehicles have come 
regularly to the railroads and carload after 
carload of wheat has been sent East. Lum- 
ber dealers in the towns. where they,do their 
buying say that there has been no diminu- 
tion in their purchases, and that by far the 
larger portion of their yards’ sales have gone 
to their Russian customers. 

There is an important lesson in-their suc- 
cess, They have shown by their works what 
industry and frygality can accomplish upon 
the prairies and what can be done with the 
right kind of effort. 

(Se far as known there is nota disciple of 
the ranter Lease or the blowhards Peffer and 
Simpson among them, They do not believe 
that it would benefit them or Kansas to change 
the gold ‘standard of 100-cent money to the 
silver standard of 50O-cent money, When 
they want money they buy, and do not spend 
their time running around attending secret 
political lodges to pass resolutions ‘**demand- 
ing’ the government to issue to them $50 
per capita of irredeemable fiat shinplasters; as

A Micenaas genius is ieorted to have 
evolved a plan for the issue of -post checks 
for convenient transmission of small sums by 
mail and having the advantage that they 
could be used as currency. it is added that 
he proposes ‘‘to make silver the basis of this 
domestic currency, in the hope that it would 
pacify the silver men by insuring a basis for 
currency in which foreign nations would have 
no interest whatever.’’ The hope is a vain 
one. The leading advocates of free. silver 
have declared and proved that they will not 
be content with anything short of a full recog- 
nition of their absurd claim that under free 
coinage an ounce of silver in the furm of a 
eoin can be legalized into a value twice as 
great as that of an ounce of silver bullion. 
Within three months of the time the Sherman 
act of 1890 was passed in the hope 
of placaiing them they avowed displeasure 
with it and renewed their agitation for free 
coinage. Ever since then the agitation has 
been kept up, but it is due to the silver 
miners to say that some of them have opened 
their eyes to the true condition of things, 
leaving the demand to be made by those who 
want it only as a measyre to allow all debtors 
to get off by paying 50 cents on the dollar 
without the trouble and expense of going 
through bankruptcy proceedings in court. 
Nothing is to be gained by catering to the 
wishes of the extreme silver men. Gold and 
silver are too far apart to be restored to a 
ratio of 16 tol in coinage. It takes 32 
ounces of silver to buy one ounce of gold in 
the world’s markets, and when the silver 
monometallists will concede the consequences 
of that fact they may be reasoned and 
treated with, and not before then. 


LINCOLN’S BIRTHDAY. 

Tomorrow will oceur the anniversary of the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln. By act of the 
Legislature it will be a legal holiday in this 
State, and the occasion will be commemorated 
by appropriate exercises in this city and else- 
where throughout Illinois, the principal feat- 
ure of the local celebration being a meeting at 
“the Auditorium in the evening. 

{t will be an old story that wili be told at 
this and other celebrations, but it is one which 
cannot be told too often, and it should be 
listened to intently and its lessons heeded in 
this State, in whose history Lincoin played so 
important a part. In the public schools a 
portion of the day will be given up to appro- 
priate exercises. The story of his life and the 
records of his accomplishments for the 
perpetuity of the Nation and for the 
benefit of humanity will be set forth 
in pertinent form. Organizations of 
Union soldiers and clubs formed to 
perpetuate his memory will listen to the 
same story. As we have said, it cannot be 
told too often. Particularly it cannot be told 
too often to the young, and to this end it 
would be appropriate that the celebration of 
Lincoln's birthday should be as generally and 
thoroughly observed in the schools as that of 
Washington’s, The pupils should be taught 
the possibilities of every American in Lin- 
coln’s rise from the lowest of beginnings to the 
highest position in the gift of the people. 
They should be taught not alone the dates 
and events of his extraordinary career but the 
relation which he bore. to the people of his 
own country, and: the far-reaching influence 
he exercised upon the people of the world 
and upon its political history. The Rev. J. C, 
Adams, in the February issue of the Century, 
has called attention to this point and it is an 
important one. He says: 

lt is time for us to put our man of the West in 
his world relations. If our Nation itself has a 
clear function in the development of the world’s 
sécial and political life, then this man who sus- 
tained such important relations to our national 
existence had certain equally important fuanc- 
tions in the economy of international progress. 
This man, who stepped from the prairies of Llli- 
nois to the leadership of the most momentous 
struggle of modern times, was by that very fact 
brought into relation with the whole scheme of 

*the world’s political history, and was called to 

one of the most important posts in the march of 
civilization. Yet men have hardly begun to un- 
derstand the full import of Lincoln's influence 
in the great struggle which shook this continent 
& quarter-century ago: He was a wiser man and 
atnore opportune man than we have realized. 
He comprehended the circumstances of the hour, 
and saw their relations to the political life of the 
ages, With an intuition the accuracy of which is 
ali the more impressive from the fact that it 
seems to have been half unconscious. 

The deeds of Abraham Lincoln are familiar 
to every schoolboy, likewise his relations to 
the current history of the United States from 
the time he first appeared in public life until 
his tragic fate overtook him. It is time now 
that the study of his career should assume 
broader dimensions and that he should be 
awarded the full measure of his greatness and 
his genius. The country knows him as a great 
political leader, as a statesman, as a man who 
overcame all the obstacles of poverty and 
lowly life, as a lover of men, as the eman- 


cipator of the slave, as the highest exponent 


mercy, and humanity, but, conceding all 
these features of his life, the story 
will not be complete until he is 
accorded not alone his proper place 
as the grandest product of our American life, 
but the high position his carger warrants as 
one of the benefactors of the world, and the 
satisfactory way in which this man of the 
plain people answered and fulfilled every test 
of greatness, not alone as an American, but 
asacitizen of the world. The study of this 
theme is one which will be full of fascination 
and stirring qualities. It will result in giving 
him a higher place in history even than he 
now occupies. As Mr. Adams well says in 
the article to which reference already has been 
made: 


When a man, in the midst.of the babel of poli- 
cies and principles which fil)s the ears in a time 
ofexcitement and uncertainty, singles out the 
one transcendent and supreme thoucht, holds ta 

t firmly, and makes it the guide of ail his acts 
and the test of all his methods, he gives incon- 
testable evidence of greatness and genius. How

' THE ‘PATE OF TOMMY MORGAN. 
About a month ago Tux Turnune told its 
readers that Thomas J. Morgan had given up 
the . work bench and the hammer, and had 
risen to the dignity of an office decorated 
with a tin sign and a notarial seal. It stated 
that-Morgan believed he had made enough by 
the toil of bis hands to entitie him to take life 
a little easier thenceforth. . That’ was strictly 
true, and it was not the fault of this paper if 
the socialistic world of Chicago jumped at the 
conclusion that in some mysterious way 
Tommy had become a millionaire and in- 
tonded to devote the rest of his life to the re- 
lief of the suffering of his associates, He has 
ministered to them in the ‘past “with resolu- 
tions, appeals, addresses, speeches, petitions, 
and protests. The Socialists got it into their 


| heads that instead of that windy relief he was 


going to give them cash. 

So they swooped down pp him. One man 
called and stated that he was a good Socialist 
and good workman whom a false labor svs- 
tein had left without work. Could Comrade 
Morgan let him have a dollar? He got it, 
Men and women who could not pay their rent 
because all the means of production were in 
the hands of the capitalists dropped in on 
Comrade Morgan, told what they had suffered 
at the frands of society, and got relief. Those 
who were hungry and were too lazy to work 
for their meals called on Comrade Morgan, 
told him they were starving because the times 
were out of joint, and were taken to a restau- 
rant and fed by him. To use Morgan’s pa- 

% 
thetic language: 

For over a week I paid out money to all kinds 
of people. I paid out money for shoes, for rail- 
for telegrams and postage stamps. 
One man wanted me to pay his dues in a society. 
I had a little money saved up and it all went be- 
fore the end of the second week. Then | had to 
quit. I had told these poor people I had no 
money, but they would not believe me. When I 
insisted that I had nothing and could not help 
them they would abuse me. The trouble with 
some people is that they get socialism and char- 
ity mixed up. When my money was all gone | 
went to the Reliefand Aid Society and obtained 
one of its blank bogks. 
my time now filling out these blanks and sending 
applicants over there. 


A few short weeks of experiences of this 
kind have stripped Mr. Morgan of all his sur- 
plus cash, have convinced him of the greed 
and selfishness of mankind, and have also 
caused many of the Socialists. to doubt his 
sincerity. Firmly persuaded that he can help 
them if he chooses, and seeing that he will 
not do so, they have come to the conclusion 
that he isa sort of atraitor te socialism and 
that he has acquired the principles as well as 
the wealth of the bourgeoisie. 

Tommy is not in the least responsible for 
this. He has never mixed up socialism and 
charity in his manyspeeches. He has praised 
the first and abused the second. When he 
drafted the petition to be presented to the 
Council on behalf of the unemployed he could 
hardly find harshenough words to use con- 
cerhing that wise, well-regulated, and sys- 
tematized charity which was giving work and 
shelter to thousands ‘who would have been 
hungry and shelterless without it, 

He who gives in charity gives of that which 
is his own. He gives part of that which he 
himself has labored to acquire and to which 
no.other mah can lay claim. When a man 
goes to a Socialist for relief the latter, if true 
to his creed, ‘carefully abstains from giving 
anything of his own, but points out to the ap- 
plicant a number of aristocrats who have 
seized on the means of. production, have ex- 
ploited the laborer, and have accumulated 
vast fortunes which the community ought to 
force them to give up. The Socialist says: 
‘* Those fellows havea lot of money belong- 
ing to you. You ought to insist on their giv- 
ingitup. If they will not do it peaceably 
they ought to be made to disgorge.”’ 

Thus has Tommy taught. That he hes 
been charitable for a week or two shows that 
he has been false to his own theories. But 
this experience ought to’ convince Mr. Mor- 
gan of the superior working value of charity 
over socialism, even in the eyes of Socialists, 


former as a relief agent. If aman is hungry 
or thirsty charity gives him to eat and to 
drink. Socialism bids him lay in wait fora 
chance to knock some one down and plunder 
him of money with which to. buy food and 
drink. How much more expeditious is chari- 
ty’s method. 

Mr. Morgan has been the means, thanks to 
his surplus cash, of relieving a small. amount 
of distress. He must feel that he did more 
good by feeding and clothing his visitors than 
if he had dilated to them on their wrongs and 
the nefarious crimes of capitalistic society, 
and had directed them to relieve their distress 
by taking into their own hands the factories 
and the workshops. Itis possible that Mor- 
gan’s experience may result in making him a 
believer in the gospel of charity—at least so 
far that he will not denounce other men for 
being charitable. 


“THE WAIL OF A TEACHER.” 
There are some passages in the ‘** Wail of a 
Teacher’’ published in Tus Trisune yester- 
day which should reach the hearts of the 
members of the School Board. The plaint of 
this ** schoolma’am’”’ is not without reason. It 
is founded on the inequalities of thesalaries, 
the absurdities of the rules, the favoritism, 
the pettiness, and the unmanliness which ob- 
tain in our system of school management. 
That ‘schoolma’ams” are discriminated 
against there is nodoubt. That is so proba- 
bly because they are women and ‘80 occupied 
with their work that they have not the time 
nor the opportunity to remonstrate with the 
school inspectors. There are some women, 
the special: teachers for instance, who have 
abundant leisure to play on the sympathies 
or the vanities of the school inspectors. They 
have pleasant times. They can go on vaca- 
tions without danger of their, salaries being 
reduced—jt may be added also, in some cases, 
without injury to the schools. They can he- 
come sick, or feign sickness, without the fear 
that they will have to pay for substitutes. No 
hard-worked class teacher can hope for such 
favors. 

But the injustice will appear greater still 
when the stipend of the class teacher and her 
duties are compared with the big salary and 
the duties of the principal and the Superin- 
tendent. The class teacher works all day 
teaching and spends most of her extra time 

‘marking examination or exercise papers, The 
duties of the principals are accurately de- 
scribed by our correspondent. 

There is a rule of the board which prohibits the 


teacher from ‘engaging in night scheol work. 
Does this rule extend to the principals? Bless 


your simple hgart! No! The poor principal re- 
ceives only a mere matter of three or four times

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WHEAT AT SIXTY CENTS. | 

The price of the speculative grade of wheat 
for May delivery in Chicago declined to 60 
cents per bushel Saturday. This is just one 
cent per pound, and 644 per cent of that low 
tigure is paid for carrying the grain through 
the next three months, the cash quotation 
being about 56 cents, The accompanying 
Liverpool quotation for No. 2 red winter was 
4s 11144 per cental, or just about 71 cents 
per bushel, ‘The difference represents so.ne 
premium on winter grades as well as the cost 
of transportation and insurance and the profit 
of the middleman, though the total of these 
items is less than the suin charged for trans- 


not very many years ago. ' 

These prices are fearfully low for the pro- 
ducer. How low they are in reality cannot 
be understood without remembering that a 
rather large percentage of the wheat leaving 
the farm in the West is of poorer quality 
than the speculative grade, and sells ata cor- 
responding discount, while all of it has to 
bear freight charges over long distances be-. 
tween the. farm and Chicago, besides some 
profit to the intermediate handlers. The re- 
sult is figures to the average grower which 
barely pay the cost of production on the 
large farms where machinery is used to the 
best advantage and the amount of human 
labor per acre of ground is kept down to the 
minimum. They do not pay uet cost to the 
small farmer, if due allowance be made for 
the value of the labor of himself and family 
as well as for the supposed value of his pe- 
cuniary. investment. 

A knowledge of this fact has induced many 
people to buy wheat in the speculative mar- 
kets at prices a few cents above the quotation 
of Saturday. These parties have been losers 
by the operation. They did not attach suffi- 
cient importance to the effects of growing’com- 
petition by the wheat raisers of other coun- 
tries, or tothe heavy weight with which a 
visible supply of 80,000,000 bushels presses 
upon the minds of buyers for consumption. 
Russia no longer is limited to the winter 
months for its exportation of wheat, fts rail- 
roads carrying wheat to other lines that meet 
them on the frontiers and distribute it inde- 
pendently of ice blockades in the ports in win- 
ter months. Besides this the railroads 
reach large areas in the interior of 
Russia which formerly were excluded 
from export by the length of the wagon 
routes between them and the seaboard. A 
similar change of conditions is reported from 
India, while Argentina is looming up with 
offerings of vastly increased quantities of 
wheat grown by men who have turned their 
attention to agriculture since the collapse of 
the commercial boom in that country. But 
the producers of wheat in each of these 
regions are complaining of the United States 
as foreing them to accept lower prices than 
otherwise they could command, and the sad 
fact confrents the American theorist and 
trader that this country contributes at least 
as nuch of the pressure as others have ex- 
erted in forcing wheat prices down to ‘near 
the starvation point for the farmer, if not be- 
low it. 


This leads up to the conclusion that the 
greatest bearish factor in the markets of the 
United States and the world is the vast *‘ vis- 
ible supply ”’ at our principal points of accu- 
mulation. But as the total of those stocks is 
less than that of a year ago it also must be 
concluded that the producer is suffering from 
the accumulations from the immense crop of 
1891 and the full one of 1892, and not from 
the confessedly smaller yield of 1893. It is 
the surplus from those two years of plenty 
that causes the depression of the last few 
months, the effect being all the greater owing 
to the concurrent lassitude in general busi- 
ness, itself a result of political folly. Hence 
it is legitimate to look to a decided decrease 
in the-volume of the “ visible’’ as the only 
thing “short of news of radically bad 
crop conditions that wil start quota- 
tions upward. The report that large quanti- 
ties have been taken for export at the reduced 
prices asked near the closeof last weck is, 
therefore, an encouraging feature, all the 
more so as it is coupled with intimations that 
sales from the farm are likely to be much 
less in volume than those normal to the last 
half of previous winters in this country. It is 
not impossible that the 60 cents for May, at 
which wheat sold in the Chicago market Sat- 
urday, will prove to be ** low bridge ”’ in the 
trade, and it even may be cited in many 
future years as the lowest point ever touched 
in the wheat market of this’ city since we 
began to receive the grain from distant areas 
by rail.

THE “WORLD'S FAIR DIVIDEND, 

It is settled that within a short time a mod- 
est dividend of 10 per cent on World's Fair 
stock will be paid, or, to state ita little more 
accurately, that a tenth of the money invested 
in the enterprise will be paid back to those 
who contributed it. This will not be much, 
but it is better than nothing, and the fact that 
a roillion dollars is to be paid. back speedily 
will cheer up those who’have been saying that 
there never would be a dividend. 

There are some who claim that if the di- 
rectors were governed by high moral prin- 
ciples they would not declare’a dividend, but 
would turn the cash they have on hand over 
to the United States Government to carry 
out a resolution passed long ago. The di- 
rectors voted in a mom ent of enthusiasm that 
the Exposition should be kept open Sundays, 
and that therefore the government donation 
should be returned to it.. The Exposition was 
kept open Sundays, but that was by, virtue of 
an order of a State court—since then decided 
to have been illegals Under the circum- 
stances thre is no reason why the Ex position 
should pay the General Governmenta dollar, 
Certainly it cannot be made to do so. But if 
any stockhoider feels morally bound to turn 
over his little dividend to the Treasury De- 
partment he can do so, and such is the condi- 
tion of the Treasury that it is not. likely his 
modest gift will be refused. It is not prob- 
able that any stockholder will be afflicted 
with scruples about his dividend or think 
it his duty to pay it to a government which 
acted so shabbily. His only regret will be that 
it is not larger. 

A portion of the money to be paid out by 
the directors will go to the Field Columbian 
Museum and will ‘be quietly invested by those 
who have charge of that institution. The 
city’s dividend will have to be used accord ing 
to the opinion of the lawyers in the ex- 
tinguishing of an equai amount of bonds. 
The rest of the bonds will run for nearly 
thirty years. The remainder of the dividend 
money will pass into the hands of sharehold- 
ers who have not given their stock to the 
museuin. They will have no difficulty about 
finding excellent uses for every cent of the 
money which is coming to them. 

It is possible that there may be a small ad- 
ditional dividend of 1 or 2 per cent before 
the affuirs of the Exposition are closed up 
finally, but it would not be safe to rely on it. 
It will be sufficiently near the truth to say that 
the City of Chicago and the individual stock- 
holders in the Exposition will get back one 
dollar out of every ten they put in. And yet 
they are not disturbed in the least. They feel 
that the Exposition was worth all it cost and 
will be the best dividend-paying investment 
they ever made,

IMPUDENT LOBBYING. 

Four ex-Aldermen, Lawler, Cullerton, Hil- 
dreth, and Dixon, are trymg to make a little 
political capital for themselves by lobbying 
with the members of the present City Council 
ostensibly in the interest of policemen-ahd 
firemen, so that the salaries of the latter may 
not be reduced. It appears there is no inten- 
tion on the part of a majority of the Council 
to reduce the salaries in question, therefore 
this interference is purely gratuitous and the 
Council Finance committee should treat it as 
such, If the Council now has to insist on re- 
ductions in salaries it is because the Lawlers, 
Cullertons, and Hildreths legislated loosely in 
the past in the interest of the tax-eaters and the 
tax-dodgers rather than in the interest of the 
taxpayers. They were members of the Coun- 
cil when useless offices were created, when al- 
ready high salaries were increased for special 
pets of their own, when franchises which 
ought to have insured large revenues for the 
city were given away, or were renewed with- 
out proper equivalent as far as the city is con- 
cerned, There are no men in the city who 
are more responsible for loose legislation in 
the past than they. They were in the Council 
when the franchises of the street car com- 
panies were renewed for a mere trifle, and 
when the tunnels were given away to those 
companies, and only one of their number, 
Dixon, protested. Mr. Dixon could be in 
much better business now than in assisting 
Cullerton, Hildreth, and Lawler to embarrass 
the municipal authorities. 

It may be necessary to reduce the police- 
men’s salaries, There is no talk of reducing 
firemen’s salaries. The policemen can stand 
the reduction. They are paid much more 
now than when Hildreth, Dixon, and Lawler 
were in the Council. If they are reduced, 
they will be paid as well as they were when 
these three were Aldermen, They will 
be paid much higher wages than they could 
earn in any other line of business—much 
higher than Cullerton pays his roofers or Hil- 
drefh his beer wagon drivers. Those gentle- 
men are only generous with the people’s 
money. They are thrifty with their own. 
Their lobbying is an insult to the Council, ard 
especially to the Finance committee, whose 
honest efforts they seek to embarrass. The 
financial circumstances of the city are now in 
a sufficiently muddled condition without their 
interference. 
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THE TROUBLES OF ST. ‘GAUDENS. 


Mr. St. Gaudens, the artist, just at present | 


appears to bave his hands full of business 
with the prudes. He is not yet out of his dis- 
agreements with the World’s Fair authorities, 
the Congressional committees, and the Treas- 
ury Department over his design for the 
World’s Fair medal which Mr. John Boyd 
Thacher generously proposes to scatter broad- 
cagt over the world as a souvenir of his award 
scheme which did not award ahd of his com- 
petition scheme which did everything except 
to compete. There ig a general disposition

Where shall the 
line be drawn? It would cértainly be absurd 
to clothe these nudes in the ‘prevailing styles, 
as they would be caricatures when the fashion 
changed. It is not much less absurd to drape 
them in the scanty apology of fig leaves. 
Columbus in a cutaway would be hardly less 
ridiculous than Columbus with a fig leaf. 


* The real question at issue is not one of nudity 


per se, but of artistic nudity. If Mesers. Cox 
and St. Gaudens, who are artists of excellent 
reputation, propose to inundate the country 
with nude males and females then it will have 
the right to demand that they shall be artistic, 

the least. It may be heresy to criticise 
St. Gaudens, but all the same there are many 
who do not believe that the nude creature on 
the World’s Fair medal with its ridiculous 


row of heads behind it, which John Boyd, 


Thacher admires so much, is artistic in any 
sense, Not having seen the two ofa kind on 
the Boston Library Building, it is hardly fair 
for Tun Tarpune to condemn them, but if 
they in any manner resemble the naked Co- 
lumbus they should be shoved off the fagade 
as speedily as possible, It is not a question 
of nudity but one Of art that should be settled 
in this controversy. Meanwhile there are 
many persons so old-fashioned that they will 
stick to the belief that Columbus would look 
better in thé costume of his time than as a 
biped without feathers or anything else on 
him, 


Cleveland’s Message and the Wilson Bill, 

Was President Cleveland sincere in what he 
said about tariff reform in his message to Con- 
gress Dec, 3, 18938? 

If so, he was not in accord with the spirit of the 
Wilson bill. There isan inconsistency between 
the Executive-and the bill now on its way to the 
Senate which the most ordinary mind cannot fail 
to discover. 

Here is whatthe President enid in that mes- 
sagu: “Ifwe are to aid the people directly 
through tariff reform one of its most obvious 
forms should be a reduction in the present 
charges upon the necessaries of life. The bene- 
fits of such a reduction would be palpable and 
substantial, seen and felt by thousands who 
would be better fed and better clothed and bet- 
ter sheltered,”’ 

Examples of Lc einailies or inconsistency, or 
both: Hay is a necessary of life to the peddler, 
the expressman, the teamster, and the lumber- 
man in'camp, who keep horses. Ithas been re- 
duced from $4 to $2 a ton. If the tariff be a tax 
and be added to the foreign price a reduc tion of 
#4 would be very appreciable in the matter of 
keeping horses, for hay has sold at various times 
from about $8 to $18 a ton. 

Which are the greater necessagies of life, pota- 
toes or cider and’ apples? The question is a re- 
flection on ordinary intelligence. But the Wilson 
bill, in the face of Mr. Cleveland's utterance, con- 
siders the latter as necessaries, for they are on 
the free list, while potatoes are reduced from 25 
cents a bushel to 10 cents. The duty on cider 
was 5 cents a gallon, on apples 25 cents a bushel. 

In which are the everyday people of the land 
more interested—the getting of broom-corn free 
instead of under a duty of $8 a ton, or in getting 


clear almonds’, shelled, reduced to 5 cant in- 


stead of 744 cents a pound, or in the aAduienion 
of the potato free?

The Marquette club had its first home for 
one year at the Revere House, where it was 
organized; For the next two years it leased 
and occupied the Jaeschke residence, at’ the 
corner of Cass and Vhio streets. Having out- 
grown these quarters it then purchased for 
$40.000 the homestead of Elihu B. Wash- 
-burne,which has been itS clubhouse ever since. 
This. fine three-story, brick building. with 
brown-stone front. was erected by Mr. Wash- 
burne in 1873, and was his family residence 
up to the time of his death, which occurred 
only a short time before the sale. 
Entering it from Dearborn avenue the 
visitor finds himself ina spacious hall. On 
the right are three large parlors of equal size, 
accupying the entire frontage on Maple street, 
and connected with ‘each other by folding 
doors. |The rooms are well lighted from the 
west, south, arid east sides. On the left of the 
hallis a large library extending half the 
length of the house, elegantly furnished and 
fitted with handsome oak cases, drawers, and 
sliding table shelves for periodicals and news- 
papers. The walls and ceilings are hand- 
somely frescoed and paneled with portraits of 
famous authors, historians, dramatists, and 
poets. At the back of the library is a large 
dining-room. A broad stairway leads to the 
second floor, where seven spacious rooms are 
found for the use of members. All the apart- 
ments are richly decorated, and are admira- 
bly adapted toclub purposes.

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Home Builders Take Advantage of the 
Low Price of Material and Well 
Stocked Labor MafketeThree North

There is but little change in the real estate 
situation from week to week. Sales of houses 
and of lots for improvement with residences 
are reported, but the speculative element. 
necessary to an active market is wanting. 


The low price of .building materials and the, 


well stocked labor market have ereated quite 
a building intefest. Advantage of these fayor- 
able building conditions is being taken not 
by what might be termed speculative build- 
ers but. by home builders, There area num- 
ber of reasons why the people who during 
the last few years have built row after 
row of houses and flats are not now carrying 
on operations. The rent question ig still an 
open one and will remain so until after May 
1.. The feeling that the city is overbuilt is not 
so strong now as it was just after the Fair, 
but owners of houses and flats feel that the 
supply is at least equal to any demand which 
may arise for some time, and that for this 
reason some competition will be met with 
next season for tenants. Speculative build- 
ing, too, depends on the possibility 
of making favorable building loans. 
The speculative builder likes to have 
his margin of equity HS slim 
as possible and just at present he does not 
meet with much encouragement from money- 
lenders. 7 

Conditions in the mortgage loan market are 
peculiar. There is an abundance of money 
tor investment at low rates where the security 
is ample. A number of money-loaning 
houses report a lack of satisfactory applica- 
tions for loans, while funds for down-town 
loans at. 446 to 5 per cent are reported in 
abundance. Flat building applications are 
not considered good with even a better mar- 
gin of security than that current a year ago. 
Where stnall loans are placed a preference 
is expressed for mortgages on houses. occu- 
pied as homes rather than on rental property. 
The home-builder, who is not especially con- 
cerned regarding the rent market and who is 
not looking fora loan which will represent 
nearly the entire building investment, finds 
considerable encouragement in the conditions 
both of the mortgage loan and the building 
material markets. 

During the week a number of sales of fine 
residence property both on the North and the 
South Sides have been closed. The question 
of possible range of values in fine property of 
this class has always been an open cone with 
owners aud agents. All shades of opinion are 
expressed on the subject. Anelement in the 
demand for residence property which does 
not have a bearing on investment holdings is 
illustrated by an offer which has just been re- 
fused for a New York residence cor- 
ner. A block of property having a 
frontage of 200 feet on Fifth 
avenue between Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth 
streets and a depth of 400 feet was sold a year 
ago for $2,400,000. The property was sold 
for the St. Luke’s Hospital, but the identity 
of the purchasers has been successfully kept 
secret. Fhe northwest corner of Fifth ave- 
nue and Fifty-fourth street, 90x150 feet,a 
part of the Hospital block, is now the subject 
of negotiations. An offer of $750,000 has 
been refused for this .lot and it is held at the 
even million dollars. The offer of $750,000 
represents a square foot value of $55 froma 
prospective buyer of a site for a fine residence. 
The element imtroduced in this transaction 
is the desire of the buyer for the ccrner and 
his ability to satisfy what may be a whim 
without regard to intrinsic value. This is an 
element which is gradually making its ap- 
pearance here, and which may revolutionize 
ideas as to values of faney residence holdings 
in favored localities. The offer refused for 
the New York corner may suggest a new di® 
ficulty in establishing criterions of value, 


THREE RESIDENCE PROPERTY SALES. 


W. D. Boyce Pays $76,000 for a North Side 
House and Lot, 

Three pieces of North Side residence prop- 
erty, representing $143,000, have been placed 
under contract of sale within a week. In the 
three sales H. V, Seymour & Co. acted as 
brokers. William D. Boyce purchased the 
fine residence at the northwest corner of

A billiard and ball room takes up the space of 
the third story. The house was built by Dr. 
Hobart for his own use, and represented an 
outlay of over $50,000.

HIGH BUILDING FOUNDATION, 


Pneumatic Caissons Used in Laying the 
Substructure of a Skyscraper. 

No inconsiderable portion of the cost of a 
high building of modern construction is rep- 
resented in the work done below the street 
grade. The character of the soil in a number 
of the great cities has made the problem of 
safe foundations an impurtant one to archi- 
tects. In this city there are two systems of 
foundution in use and each system has its 
partisans. In one a safe footing for a build- 
ing is secured by driving piles:down to hard 
pan, in the other the same end is reached by 
distributing the weight of the building over 
the entire space by means of flat foundations 
built up of railroad iron and concrete, Both 
of these systems of foundations have been 
used in representative Chicago buildings and 
both have been successful. The Auditorium 
and the new Illinois Central depot are’ built 
ona pile foundation, while the Fair and the 
Manhattan are examplesof buildings with 
railroad iron and concrete foundations, The 
latter form of foundution with the superstruct- 
ure consisting of an iron or steel frame 
with walls which are not self-supportin 
is how generally known among architects and 
builders us the Chicago style of construction. 
The cheapened production of structural iron 
and steel and the rapid increase in values of 
city property of thelast few years has brought 
this style of construction into high favor. 
The rapidly growmg value of real estate in 
business centers has made it necessary to in- 
crease the height of the buildings. The old 
materials, stone or brick, put a natura) limit 
to the height to which it was economical to 
build, as the necessarily thick walls of high 


‘buildings occupied too much floor space in 


the lower stories, The new method reduces the 
use of brick and masonry to a mere coveri 
shell wapporieg by the steel frame of eac 
story. One of the features of the new con- 
struction has been the concentration of’ vers 
at the isolated joints from which columns :

edges of a building the tendency is to cause 
settlement and consequent cratking. The so- 
lution of the problem is either to carry the 
weight from the edges back to the centers of 
the foundations by means of lever beams or 
cantilevers, or to carry the concentrated loads 
down to rock or some other unyielding mate- 
rial, The necessity of doing this is augment- 
ed by the fact that it is not sulficient simply 
to get an adequate foundation for a building, 
but it is necessary also to guard against dan- 
ger from adjacent excavations in the future. 
In the construction of the new building of 
the Manhattan Life Insurance company on 
Broadway a number of new features were 
met with in solving the question of founda- 
tion and: were successfully overcome by a 
Chicago engineering firm. The weight of the 
building is estimated at 21,600 tons ora 
little more than 43,000,000 pounds, to 
which must be added 2.400 tons, the pressure 
exerted upon the foundations owing to the 
force of the wind acting upon the sides of 
the building and trying to overturn -it. The 
weight due to human beings and furniture 
is put at 7,000. tons, giving a total of 
31,000 tons, o: 62,000,000 pounds, to be 
sugtained by the foundations. This enormous 
wejght could not be carried safely on the 
natural soil, which consists mainly of mud 
and water-bearing sand overlying the bed- 
rock. The latter has a fairly level surface 
about fifty-four feet below Broadway. If 
piles had been driven all over the 8,170 
square feet of the building lot as close to- 
gether as the law permits a little more than 
1,300 could have been used. This would have 
given an average load per pile of 47,000’ 
pounds, or 7,000 pounds more than fhe build- 
ing laws allow. A_ pile foundation was- 
therefore not -possible; and it might 
have beer dangerous in the case of future 
excavations alongside. The nature of the 
soil fade it impracticable to reach rock by 
means ofan open excavation, especially in 
view of the heavy buildings adjoining. The 
pneumatic process was, therefore, employed 
to carry the foundations down to bea-rock, 
and it enabled the architects to reach the 


_rock without disturbing in any way the mate- 


rial except in a volume equal to that of the 
caisson, 


The caissons of the Manhattan Building are | 


of steel. The working chambers were eight 
feet high and brilliantly lighted by electric in- 
candescent lamps. The average rate of sink- 
ing was four feet a day, and generally about 
eight days were required to sink each caisson. 
After the lower edge of the working chamber 
had reached bed-rock the r was cleaned 
and leveled inside of the /chamber. The 
chamber was then filled with concrete, and 
the caisson and the pillar of brick masonry 
on top became like an excrescence of the 
natural rock, hard and unyieldimg like it. 

Fifteen caissons are used for the Manhattan 
Building, of which four are cylindrical, with 
diameters from ten to fifteen feet, and eleven 
are rectangularin plan. The largest one of 
the latter is 214¢x25%¢ feet. The first caisson 
was delivered at the site April 13, 1893, and 
the last pier was completed Aug. 13, 1893. 
The piers cost nearly $150,000in all,’or 
about 10 per cent of the total cost. .. 

The building has a frontage on Broadway of 
67 feet. Its depth is 119 feet on the north 
line and 125 feet oti the south line. The 
building proper is to have seventeen stories 
on the Broadway front and eighteen stories on 
the New street front. It willbe 242 feet high 
from the Broadway sidewalk to the top of the 
main roof. Rising from the main roof on the 
Broadway front there will bea tower, which 
will make the height of the building from the 
Broadway curbstone to the foot of the flag- 
staff 350 feet, or 70 feet more than the steeple 
of Trinity Church, | 

The Broadway wall supports its own 
weight, but is anchored into .the steel frame 
for lateral support. It is nearly six feet thick 
in the basement and is of granite up to the 
first floor level, as the pressure per square 
foot exceeded that which the building laws 
allow for limestone, of which the rest of the 


wall was built. 


The weight of iron and steel in the building 
is nearly 12,000,000 pounds, of which 2,000.,.- 
000 pounds are contained in the construction 
below the Broadway sidewalk. The metul 
construction from the level of Broadway to 
the roof was erected in three months. The 
cost of the building lot was about $1,500,- 
000, and the cost of the, building’ itself 
amounts to about an equal sum,

Goudie & Hoffman have prepared pians for: 
a three-story double flat building for S. B. 
Simon, to be located on Seventy-fifth street, 
near Ellis avenue. It will be of brick, witha 
Bedford stone front, and will have steam heat 
and many modern improvements. ‘The vesti- 
bule will have a marble wainscoting and tile 
floor. The cost is placed at $20,000, For 
Thomas McNamara they have planned a two- 
story brick flat building, with Bedford stone 
front. It will be located at No. 1258 West 
Congress street. It will have steam heat, 
electric light, and marble entrance, Cust

fashion will be duplicated. 

The passenger elevator is deserving of 
special attention. : 
kind will be visible nor will the lighting appar- 
atus be shown. The elevator shaft will, night 
and day, be a glow of light proceeding from 
behind cut-glass panels. — : 

In the arrangement of the suites great inge- 
nuity has been used, and euch apartment will 
be large enough for a good-sized family. 
Fifth avenue front will be occupied in each 
apartment by the salon and library, which, 
thrown together, for reception purposes, will 
give a room thirty-six by twenty-five feet. ~ 

Back of the salon four large bed-rooms, 
with a bathroom to /evéry two rooms, are 
reached by means of a private hall running 
the length of the flat. In the rear of the fam- 
ily bed-rooms are a smoking den, a guest 
chamber, and a dining-room twenty-eight by 
twenty-two feet. The Fifty-eighth street an- 
nex will contain kitchens, pantries, servants’ 
bed-rooms and baths, and coo rooms to 
take the place of ‘refrigerators. A separate 
alleyway beside this annex will provide en- 
trance for servants and tradesmen. 

The lighting, heating, and cooking will be 
done by electricity, no coal being used in any 
of the apartments. Cold air will be supplied 
by the owners of the building by means of 


pipes. ‘ 

The building will bear traces of the archi- 
tect’s admiration for the present imperial 
dynasty of Germany. It will be known as 
the Bolkenhayn and in the 1on-room 
will be an exact representation of mantel 
and fireplace in the Castile of Bolkoburg, once 
the home of the Hohenzoliern family. 

Instead of the apartments bemg dis- 
tinguished by numbers they will each be given 
a name, the first suite, directly over the stores, 
being known as Prince Bismarck, for in- 
stance.

Prince Bismarck will be shown in the panel 
in cuirassier’s uniform, accompanied by his 
two dogs.

William the II. and Frederick the Il. The 
fourth floor will be divided into the Scharn- 
horst and Frederick William -the ILI. apart- 
ments, and so on throughout the floors.

Another man who 
used years ago to beiong to an express com- 
pany tells the following story - 

He was for some time the agentin a small 
country town, and was required to sleep in 
the office. He was a little nervous about 
corpses, and when obliged to share his quar- 
ters with one over night generally sat up un- 
til daylight. But upon one occasion there had 
been a wedding or other rural festivity in the 
neighborhood, and when towards morning he 
returned to the office he was enjoying life to 
the utmost. Making up his cot bed seemed 
too difficult a thing tm be thought of, so lying 
down on a long. box which stood conveniently 
near, he sung himself to sleep, and iwas horri- 
fied when he awoke to find that he had spent 
the night upon a coffin. He says that no dead 
body ever terrified him after that. 

Speaking of corpses, the woman buyer of 
the Commission Department which one com- 
pany has carried on for the last ten years 
says that of all the things which it falls to her 
lot to buy—and they are many and varied, 
ranging from gloves and ribbons to flat- 
irops and wedding trousseaus—the article 
which she especially dislikes to purchase is a 
shroud. Not long ago one order was received 
for a “quiet shroud,” and the ambiguous 
wording of that request cost the buyer her 
first gray hair. What was a “ quiet’”’ shroud? 
It could not mean quiet in color, for shroudé 
are always that, neither could it mean for a 
quiet person, for who ever heard of a dead 
person who was anything else but quiet? The 
oraer was marked **immediate’”’ and no time 
could be spared upon correspondence, so the 
buyer simply invested in a plain, white buri- 
al robe and sent it along. As no complaint 
was received itis to be presumed that the 
need was filled satisfactorily. 

The lot of the buyer is never an easy one, 
however, for all sorts of orders come to this 
department, and it is no uncommon thing to 
be asked, to ** buy mea fashionable cloak or 
bonnet,”’ with not a single particular given as 
to age, complexion, etc., and sometimes a iong 
correspondence is entailed. The only order 
which the express companies have found it 
im possible to fill, up to date, was from a little 
country boy, whose mother had frequently or- 
dered goods in this manner, and ran as fol- 
lows: ** Please buy me a little sister in the 
city. Qur baby is dead, and the doctor says 
there ain’t no more babies in our town.”’ 

Second only to the buyer’s work in point of 
difficulty, and far more tedious, is that of the 
man who looks after the “tracing depart- 
inent.”’ He is the man to whom all com- 
plaints come, and it is. his duty to sift each 
one thoroughly. Sometimes it takes a year 
or more to discover just where a package is, 
or where it was lost, but so perfect is the sys- 
tem used that the cases where it is not event- 
ually found are few and far between. Occa- 
sionaily, too, the *“ tracer’’ receives aid from 
unexpected sources, as happened in the case 
of a valuable Persian cat lost:in a wreck out 
West by the Wells-Fargo company. Shortly 
after the collision, which occurred on 
river bridge, several persons saw 
the cat floating down _—itthe stream, 
and. supposing that it was either 
dead or fatally injured, the express com- 
pany prepared to make good the loss. But 
the lady to whom the cat had been sent 
wanted it badiy, and she offered a large re- 
ward for any information which would lead 
to its recovery. The express company adver- 
tised, and after a few days the Pullman car 
conductor of the wrecked train came forward 
and showed a kodak picture he had taken im-

Just think of it, 
40,000 packages—and there may be more, 
for all the companies list their goods on

where from one to twenty parcels—40,000 
bundles of all kinds, sizes, shapes— 
barrels, boxes, bags. satchels, trunks, 
bird-cages, crates of fowls, — bicycles, 
baby carriages, anything and _ everything 


which people do and do not use to the num- | 
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ber of 40,000 every day, and vastly more in 
holiday times. Why ifasingle day’s freight 
should be heaped upin front of Tue Tris- 
UNE Building the sky would be hidden from 
sight. Andeach one of these innumerable 
bundles must be gone over separately several 
times, first upon being received by the com- 
pany, next shin shipped, then at their desti- 
nation, and finally upon delivery. And there 
is never any time to spare, either. ‘** All pos- 
sible speed *’ seems to be the motto of the ex- 
pressmen, one and all, and a package received 
at 8 o'clock in the morning is delivered in the 
business districts in less than an hour if the 
goods are perishable, or marked “ rush,’’ and 
in ordinary cases before noon. 

The present wide range of delivery is a sub- 
ject upon which old expressmen are nearly as 
enthusiastic as they are about the marvelous 
growth of the business, and many stories are 
told about the work in the day when Chicago 
was only a thriving baby. 8S. G. Seaton, 
General Agent of the Adams company, who 
has been in the business since 1856, said, 
when speaking of that time: |

help as this is rare indeed, and usually to find 
a missing package the ‘‘tracer’’ must go 
through a long course of routine inquiry. 
Sometimes it is discovered that the iost article 
has never been sent at all; sometimes the ex- 
press company shouldersthe blame and pays 
for the unfo@nd package, but oftenest of all 
the address has been lost. It is the habit 
which many people sess Of address- 
ing things carelessly which renders life a bur- 
den toexpressmnen in general. A tag loosely 
tied on, an old address but lightly crossed off, 
a*‘parcel with the city or town right and the 
State wrong, ora bundle with no address 
eaters. Thess are the things which wrinkle 
the face of the “caller”? and keep the “ over 
and short man” busy. In the ‘on-hand | 
room, where all unclaimed goods go to await 
the annua! auction at which they are disposed 
of, may be found a little of everything and a 
great deal of some things.

private sale. Thearticles which are left for 
the auctioneer to sell are carefully wrapped iu 
clean paper (a rather unneccessary proceed- 
ing, by the way, for the people who make a 
practice of attending these sales are mostly 
second-hand men and but slightly interested 
in outward appeara cleanliness least of 
all) and made to look as attractive as possi- 
ble.

While all express employés from 
smallest ‘‘ kid’ to the general manager are 
known to the world in general as ‘‘ express- 
men,” yet inside the organization there are 
as many ranks and grades as in an army. 
Like an army, too, the man who wishes to 
rise must work his way to the next grade, and 
it may be said in this connection that the 
majority of the higher officials, both in Chi- 
o and elsewhére, began very nearly if not 
quite at the bottom. of the ladder. - Another

vonly doubled work and lengthened ‘days a 
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from one to the other whenever n 
energetic discussions between the rival em- 
ployés are of common occurrence, It is even 
said that occasionally when the most strictly 
enforced rule contained in the large book of 
regulations which each employé supposed 
“tg se by heart, “No drinking while /on 
duty, and but very moderate at other times,” 
is for the time forgotten or held in abeyance, 
even more heated arguments take place. 
Besides this feeling of partisanship, most of 
the men are genuinely attached to the work, 
although it would be hard to say exactly why 
this is so, for the labor is always hard or 
tedious, frequently both, and absolutely no 
holidays are recognized. Christmas, New 
Year’s day, Thanksgiving, Independence day, 
all the times which mean rest, feasting, and 
enjoyment to the generality of men, bring 
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exactly the ordinary rate of salary to the ex- 
pressmen. And even when eéasy times do 
come they are invariably and speediiy fol- 
lowed by increased rush. For instance, most 
of the special or extra heavy trains come in 
about midnight. Ten minutes ‘before that 
time the night men may be seen lying around 
the freight-house smoking, reading, sleep- 
or telling stories, just as they 
inclined, A moment. later 

of a locomotive is _ heard 
the train is backed in, and in an instant the 
scene changes. Every man springs to his 
feet, a wild rush is made for trucks, running- 
boards, etc. Several wagons dash up and 
back in to the car, ready for their loads 
Every one works like the proverbial darky, 
and truly there’ is need fox hurry. Much of 
the freight has t6 bé seot to another depot, 
and every bit of it must be unloaded, checked, 
reloaded, taken across the city, afid put on 
another train in less than two hours, When 
the trainload is disposed of the bustle sub- 
sides a little until the next train makes its ap- 
pearance, waen the same thing happens over 
again, This routine, with few exceptions, 
constitutes the order of life in an express sta- 
tion. 

The eight-hour movement will never get its 
way with the express service. for there the’ 
work must be done, whether time is up or 
not, and the rule is that no man can leave 
until all gs finished. And yet, in spite of all 
the hardships and weariness which is necessa- 
rily attached to the work, the say- 
ing, ‘* Once a Jew, always a 
Jew,’ might be truthfully paraphrased, 
‘Once an expressman, always an express- 
man.’’ For itis rare indeed that a follower 
of this occupation turns to anything else. 
Perhaps tne good times which all the men, 
particularly the night watch, have among 
themselves help to draw them together, for 
there is generally something going on while 
waiting for atrain, and one of the most un- 
failing sources of amusement is furnished by 
the numerous *“*kids’”’ or boys allotted to the 
single wagons. These urchins, who are fre- 
quently pitied for the long, cold rides they 
have to endure in the winter time, are usually 
drawn from the poorest neighborhoods of the 
city, and their work is positively luxurious 
compared with their life at home. As.a set 
they are the most mischievous little imps in 
the United States; and their purpose in life 
seems to be to tease and otherwise render life 
a burden to all the drivers but their own. In 
this aspiration they may be said to succeed 
admirably. Every trick known to the heart 
of man, or rather boy, they are thoroughly 
acquainted with, combining with them count- 
less originalities peculiar to their education 
and surroundings. 

The wickedest and at the same time smart- 
est of these diminutive torments ever known 
was ** Reddy,’ who for a long time cast ‘in 
his lot with the Adams company. His favor- 
ite amusement was to steal the dinners of 
any of the men who were foolish enough to 
leave them in his sight and reach. The 
knowledge of their hunger filled him with the 
greatest joy. Next to this pastime he loved 
to throw cold water—literally, not metaphor- 
ically—on unsuspecting persons, and he also 
found keen pleasure in appropriating the pens 
and blotters belonging to the office men, In 
return for these tricks the men . occasionally 
painted his mouth with the black paint used 
for marking parcels, daubed his face with 
mucilage, and once in a while when he had 
excelled himself in meanness poured a little 
of the latter down his back. Life was never 
dull when ** Reddy ’’ was around, and when 
his place was taken by a smaller boy with less 
versatility in the matter of bad language the 
station men lost more in entertainment than 
they gained in quiet and peace. 

Stealing chickens, or rather getting caught 
in the act, was the offense which caused the 
company to dispense with Reddy’s services, 
but he probably consoled himself with the re- 


flection that ne would have been discharged | 


in the hard times which followed anyway, for 
the financial depression affected the express 
companies in common with the rest of the 
business world, and coming so soon after the 
increased trade brought by the Fair made it 
necessary to discharge many men. 

Perhaps the only class of men whose num- 
bers have not been lessened are the messen- 
gers, and as long as money and valuables are 
to be carried they must be retained. It is im- 
possible to do more than guess roughly at 
the colossal sums of money handled each 
year by the different companies, but when 
it is known that something like 400 mes- 
sengers are employed m Chicago alone it 
wiil readily be seen that the amount reaches 


well up into: the millions. All the money, 


Jewelry, and other s considered of suf.- 
ficient value to go as “safe freight’ are 
placed in the sate before.it leaves the office. 
The receptacle ie first loeked, then, when the 
contents are all going to the same point, 
sealed, so that it cannot be tampered with 
while on its journey. Last of all it is given 
over to the messenger whose main duty it is 
to protect the goods committed to his care, 
and the rule is that he must “ stand to his 

uns,” or, rather, safe, through thick and 
thin. Many a man has died rather than yield 


the keys to his ‘‘way-safe,’’ and hardly oneexists 
who has not faced d 


dishonesty in 
with all others who work on the 
are required to carry a hea} 
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and priceless jewels. Every 
possible precaution is taken to protect the 
messenger while on his “run.” He is 
heavily armed and forbidden to open the door 
of his car except in reply to the peculiar 
knock and password known only to author- 
ized persons. Messengers on the road cov- 
ered by the Northern Pacific company, which 
brings a greatdeal of the goid and silver 
bullion from the Far Western mining regions, 
have less responsibility than their comrades 
on other lines, for the safes they guard are 


‘built in the wall of the car, and are, it is be- 


lieved, safe from robbers, fire, and all other 
contingencies: which may imperil their con- 
tents. Besides the sate the messenger also 
hascharge of all the express goods on the 
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train, although in the case of special trains 
composed of e> clusively express cars, all but 
one of the cars are sealed before leaving the 
depot. 

More queer things go by express than could 
be conceived in the brain of an idiot. One 
train from the West a week ago brought in, 
among other peculiar freight, two corpses, a 
burro, a box of white mice,a black cat, some 
hairless Mexican dogs, and a: parrot—and this 
was by no means an extraordinary load in 
point of oddity. In fact, expressmen say that 
the only things never yet sent by express are 
giraffes and camels, and even these they would 
not be surprised to receive any day. Every 
company. has carried at least oneelephant, and 
the United States men had a royal time with

one not so very long since. It was but a baby, 
small enough to travel in a six-foot crate.; In 
some way it broke its prison and got loose. 
For a while it was as pleasant as a. summer 
day, but when the men tried to coax it back 
into the big box it grew angry—and scattered 
the packages right and left. Things were 
pretty ively for a time, and everyone breathed 
more freely when it was once more safely 
loaded on to the outgoing train. Lions, 
too, have traveled by express many times, 
bears, seals, and monkeys 
by the hundred, while snakes are plentiful in 
the summer time. Occasionally some of the 
latter escape and refuse to be captured. 
When this occurs the night men are extreme- 
ly careful where they lounge while eating their 
nocturnal lunch. Dogs are numerous and get 
loose frequently, but they are comparatively 
easy to recover. The tug of war comes when 
a cat or flying squirrel is seized with a desire 
for liberty. If the accident occurs in the 
‘¢‘ on-hand room”? the chase is laughable to a

certain extent, although it is doubtful if the 
men who chase the fly animals from one 
point of vantage to another, over the contents 
of the room, see the humor of the situation.

Will Eventually Be Republican. 


It is predicted that Arizona will almost cer- 
tainly become Republican eventually owing 
to the drift of immigration, which is shown 
by Southern!California. That was originally 
strongly Democratic. Then came the “ one- 
lung” vote—the influx of invalids from the 
North and East—which revolutionized it in ten 
years and made it strongly Republican. Sim- 
ilar or more favorable climatic conditions ex- 
ist here for wrens invalids. It is only a 
question of time when the character of this 
population, which is increasing yearly, will 
transform the political situation here. 

There arein the Territory ‘three of the 
largest copper mining companies in the West 
by Republicans, The voting, 
strength of these is 1,500. 

Beside these companies the railroads of 
Arizona, the Atlantic and Pacific in the north 
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creased until the burden has become so heavy 
that when some of the people are asked why 
they want to become a State they say: “A 
State can issue bonds, a Territory can’t.” 

This sentiment is in keeping with the heap- 
ing up of debts and making no provision to pay 
them ‘that has been the policy of the pores 
for over a decade. The Legislature, in th 
face of the fact that Arizona was sinkmg 
deeper and-deeper in debt year by year, has 
neglected to raise the revenue by a sufficient 
levy to meet current expenses. The last ses- 
sion, in April, adjourned without an effort to 
devise methods to meet the existing deficit or 
that which the expenses of the Territorial 
government the next two years will create, 
and which must go to further increase the 
debt of the Territory and its counties, which 
is now $2,600,000. The Governor's report, 
shows that the indebtedness per capita is $56 
and amounts to 10 per cent of the taxable 
property. 

One session of the Legislature under Gov, 
Tritel, in 1880, composed of thirty-two mem- 
bers, lasted sixty days and cost $80,000. 
This Governor’s administration was recklessa. 
It involved Arizona to the sum of $250,000.° 
Since then every administration has had to 
make a loan by the issue of ‘Territorial bonds 
to carry on, the government. An éarnest ef- 
fort is being made by the present Governor to 
reduce expenses as far as possible under the 
law in all branches of the government. In 
the little time he ‘has been in office he has 
saved $700 a month on the insane asylum 
and improved the service. Gov. Hughes has 
also cut down prison expense 14 cents per 
capita aday. By cutting off boodle contracts 
in every department and stimulating the next 
Legislature to do its duty he hopes to. make 
revenues equal expenses during his rule. It 
will be necessary to thoroughly amend laws 
and ways of collecting and expending rev- 
enues before this end can be accomplished. 
The present administration may have to ask 
Congress to hasten legislation, as the condi-' 
tion of the Territorial finances demands im- 
mediate action. 


Federal Laws Violated. 


Congress June, 25, 1890, passed a law 
authorizing the funding of debts of coun- 
ties and municipalities of the Territory, 
as well as the debt of: the Territory, 
in 5 per cent bonds to meet the exigencies of

Neither company has taken intefest in Ter- 
ritorial politics and the employés have been 
allowed to vote as they pleased, which was 
Demucratic so far as the delegate to Congress 
was concerned, They divided their vote in 
the matter of Territorial candidates. These 
railroads are controlled by Republicans, 
whose suggestions are equal to commands 
among their employés. The Democratic del- 
egate to Congress received this vete almost 
solid; at the last election, Would he 
receive that vote as the Democratic 
candidate from the State of Arizona? The 
character of the man makes .it improbable. 
Under the territorial form of government it 
was not worth the while of these corporations 
to interfere with their men. But with State. 
hood it would be different. Corporations un- 
der the control of Republicans would natur- 
ally support a Republican State and Con> 
gressional ticket. 

The Democratic party is now split squarely 
in two. One faction is composed of worth. 
less men, who are interested directly or in 
‘league with the saloonkeepers, gamblers, and 
vicious population. The other is headed by 
Gov. L. C. Hughes and his colleagues, who 
represent the honest, respectable element of 
the party. 


Gov, Hughes’ Clean Administration, 


* Gov. Hughes is the devil with two horns 
and a pitchfork to the lawless class. He has 
begun a clean administration for temperance 
and economy which meets with as live opposi- 
tion as Wendell Phillips’ advocacy of aboli- 
tion. In the council at Washington last 
spring which met in Hoke Smith's office the 
present Delegate to Congress said: ** The 
saloonkeepers and gamblers are the con- 
trolling elements in the Territory and for po- 
litical reasons must be considered and I pro- 
pose to consider them.”’ 

That bold sentiment caused the appointing 
of Gov. Hughes to carry out a clean and hon- 
est policy. 

At the outget he said to the saloon and 
gambling aspirants: ** Your business is to feed 
the jails and galiows. You are licensed and 
shall be protected in your business, but shall 
have no part in the government.” 

Such scntiments promuigated in this Terri- 
tory were unheard of, and the outcasts began 
to howl like wolves. 

‘Weare right in the middle of the fight 
now, and it is becoming dangerous,”’ said 
Gov. Hughes, “It is like it was when I was 
Prosecuting Attorney in my county and 
fought them in their lairs. I knew this would 
come if I accepted the Governorship, and I 
went to my wife and said: ‘If I take this of- 
fice of Governor and begin an administration 
of good government it will mean a terrible 
fight. Can you stand it?’ : 

*** Yes,’ she said: ‘we have fought for 
twenty years, and we will go on with it.’ 

** When Iannounced my policy the war be- 
ganand |. was attacked and vilified. While 
candidate for Governor I was knocked down 
in the street, When I arose a policeman was 
pointing a gun at me. If had pulled a 
pistol, as was expected, I would have been 
shot. It was the old game of putting a job up 
on a man when they wanted to get rid of him. 
They would pretend you had wronged some 
one, try to provoke a quarrel, and when the 
innocent man drew a gun in self-protection 
shoot hirh down. There isn’ta man in my 
administration who won’t fight if necessary.” 

Gov. Hughes is aggressive by nature and 
always in the cause of right. He smeit 
powder and heard the “zip” of the bullet 
an the war of the Union, but more 
blood curdling, he said, was the territic 
yell of the Apache swooping down for his 
scalp. He has escaped all unscathed, but 
deep are the lines on his thoughtful face, and 
the burning fire in his restless eyes shows 
what a school of character’ twenty years of 
existence in Arizona has been, Hughes came 
from Meadville, Pa., in 1871, a wreck of the 
war, for his health. He is now 52 years old.

Prescott, a $2,000,000 property, of which 
Frank M, Murphy and the late Joe Reynolds 
of Mississippi steamboat fame were principal 
owners. Then it became apparent what an 
important feeder for the Santa Fé system 
this road would be if extended to, the rich 
agricultural valleys of the south, and connect- 
ing the northern part of the Territory with 
its coal ‘fields, lumber regions of thé San 
Francisco mountains, and numerous mining 
districts, to the southern part abounding with 
agricultural products, which are now being 
hauled by mule teams at enormous cost over 
the mountains. It would also supersede 
the stage lines that carry mail and 
pocwengete from Prescott to Pheonix. 
o the survey was made south from 
Congress to Phoenix along the old Califor- 
nia stage road from the Colorado River 
to Tucson. Ihe diversified interior of Ari- 
zona peretrated by this partially-built rail- 
road igs unknown to the traveler who simply 
gets through Arizona as fast as he can on one 
of the transcontinentals, looks out upon*’some 
desert stretch, closes his @yes, leans back 
upon a cushioned Pullman seat, and says, 
‘*O, what a horrid country !” 


Route of the Road, 


The new route, starting from Ash Fork on 
the Atlantic and Pacific, follows for some 
distance the beautiful Verde Valley and 
strikes into the mountains near Preg- 
cott;, revealing rocky formations as gro- 
tesque as the Garden of the Gods in Col- 
orado. : 
seen the track-lay outfit pushing forward a 
quarter ofa mileaday. As the eight mile 
hill to the summit of the Parieta range at an 
elevation of 6,500 feet is climbed the graders 
are seen working in deep rock cuts, Over the 
summit down the southern siope for five 

- miles further the white-tented railroad camps 
stretch, and the smoke rises continuously 
along the right of way through thescrubby live 
oaks. Following it closely the stage rattles 
down Dead Horse Hill and Dead Man’s Hill, 
over Rocky Pitch, past Trail Drop, where the 
huge freight wagons drop their rear or trail 
way before beginning the‘ascent of the mount- 
ain. Thenon through Dévil’s Gate into Skull 
Valley. This and other valleys through 
which we pass produce abundant crops with- 
out irrigation. 

Finally when the mountains are crossed 
deserts are encountered, but not the barren, 
randy wastes expected, As some one face- 
tiously says. “* The Arizona desert is tmostly 
in California.”’ But there is the real desert 
beyond the Colorado River. These deserts 
have trees, grasses, bushes, and flowers, and 
are cattle ranges. When within sixteen miles 
of Phoenix the railroad grade is met leading 
into the town. It will be extended north to 
meet the other section, and therailroad will 
be in operation by Jan. 1, 1895. 

In consequence of the decline in silver the 
output of that metal in Arizona for 1893 
dwindled to the insignificant sum of $250,- 
000, while the stimulus given to gold mining 
increased the produce of that mineral to ap- 
proximately $6,000,000. There are a dozen 
lively gold-mining camps in the Territory. 
The copper output was about the same as in 
‘92, 38,712,507 pounds, placing Arizona 
third in the union as a copper producer, 

Agriculture and Horticulture. 

Itis mainly upon the capacity for agri- 
cultural and horticultural development that 
the expectations for Arizona’s future are 
‘based, Inthe Salt River Valley have taken 
place some of the greatest irrigation improve- 
ments of the West in the last few years. The 
great cunal constructor has been C. W. Mur- 
phy of Pontiac. Iil. He was a contractor on 
the Atlantic and Pacific between New Mexico 
and California. When the road was com- 
pleted in 1885 he brought his teams te this 
valley and undertook the completion of a 
.canal that had been begun and abandoned on 
account of its greatness. He successfully 
finished it and has been a leading developer 
of irrigation interests. He believed the 
Salt River Valley would prove a 
citrus belt and was  ridicuied by 
old Arizonians, Under his direction the 
Arizona Improvement company, of which he 
is President, four years ago planted an orange 
= ina sheltered locality near the foot- 

ills at Ingleside. Last fall this grove yielded 
the first crop of superior oranges Nov. 10, 
two months earlier than the California crop 
comes into send tebe It covers 100 acres and 
is the only pro@ucing oraage grove in the 
Territory. any have been started. The 
orange belt is thought to be confined to the 
region near the foothills. Other semi-tropical 
fruits—the olive, fig, pomeégranate, persim- 
mons, and almonds thrive overa more ex- 
tended area, While apricots, pears, peaches, 
and grapes are grown anywhere in the vast 
valley. - 

Much development in these lands is made 
possible by the irrigation canals that now 
water 177,000 acres—and double that will be 
rendered arable when systems of water stor- 
age now under contemplation are constructed 
in the neighboring mountains. Irrigation 
farming as well as fruit growing is here a suc- 
cess. J. S..Thompson of New Haven, Conn., 
a graduate of Class 77 of Yale, who has made 
a model fruit farm,says: “Irrigation is to 
farming what steam was to manufacturing.”’ 

It is a noticable fact that many people for- 
merly engaged in silver mining have 
turned their attention to irrigation. 
H. W. Blaisdell of Massachusetts, who 
made large money in. silver mining 
at Tombstone, is now lemon-growingat Yuma 


and has putin a plant for pumping water’ | 


from the Colorado River 100 feet up on the 
mesa. N. J. Hulings, formerly interested 
with Hamilton Disston of Philadelphia. in 
Tombstone mines, has organized the Penn- 
sylvania Irrigation company and says: ‘*We 
expect to soon have a colony of Pennsyl- 
vanians out here in Paradise Valley growing 
oranges,”

2 a ‘There were plenty of giraffes to be met with 


on the borders of the Kalahari Desert a dozen 
years ago, and maybe gre now, though I doubt 
it, These beautiful animals have a wide 
geographical range, but are very local and 
may be plentiful in one district, while they 


are practically unknown in the adjoining one. 


Personally, lalways had great compunction 
in destroying them and only did so when meat 
was a sine quA non, for the killing of so large 
@ creature was an act of mercy towards 
some half-starved natives. He must indeed 
be cold-blooded who does not expérience 
some slight pang from the expression of a 
dying deer or antelope, and the effect pro- 
duced on me by the eye of an expiring giraffe 
is more than I care to express. No other ani- 
mal has such an eye, not even the gazelle. 
But a hunter must not be tender-hearted, or 
he had better give up altogether. 

Of late years these animals have not un-

naturally been getting much scarcer, and per- 
haps, with the exception of the square-nosed 
or white rhinoceros, none of the larger game 
except the elephant have appeared to show 
the effects of modern fire-arms more so than 
the subjects of this article. Their great in- 
nate timidity and love of seclusion being 
more marked than in the antelopes proper, 
they have not the inquisitiveness of the latter, 
which, although stigmatized as closet natural 
history, isa fact all thesame. But with the 
giraffe, to get wind of’ man means a stam- 
pede, and that to some purpose. In the 
neighborhood north of the Molopo River, 
both whilst on foot and on horseback, 
I killed several. Of course the latter is the 
more certain plan, for in their lumbering way 
giraffes are swift. A good horse has generally 


Y all his work cut out to run them down, dnd it 


is often a case of a long stern chase before 
one can get a shot likely to be effective, As 
remarked, | sometimes have got them on foot, 
stalked them, and must say, putting on one 
side the extra excitement of a good gallop 
over rough ground, |. prefer the latter way 
where sufficient cdOver admits of its practica- 
bility. These chances, however, occur -but 
rarely; the country the giraffe frequents is 
but sparsely dotted with timber, at all events 
in the Kalahari. 

One day I happened to be out on foot, my 
horse having fallen lame after a gallop after 
some koodvos a couple of days before. Away 
out in the veldt I caught sight of the long 
necks of a troop of giraffes vnder a clump of 
cameeldorns.. They were quite indistinct, 
owing to the distance, To return for the 
horse meant an hour’s waste of time, and by 
then the game might have been anywhere. 
Then he was lame, too, so | made up my mind 
to get one by stalking if possible, 
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iraffe in a heap, whilst his companion ceased 

rowsing, and as I jumped to my feet they 
took to their heels across the veldt. My 
wounded one was speedily on his. lege again 
and after them. aving reloaded, I was 
about tof give chase, when he came to the 

round once more, So I -refrained from 
ee fand ran on towards him, Again he at- 
tempted to rise, but he was unequal to the ex- 
ertion, and by time I got alongside him 
he was beyond requiring another shot and in 
a few moments was quite dead—a nice plump 
calf about balf grown. I felt rather elated, 
for I had anticipated a long tramp, even if I 
ever got him at all, When we cut him upl 
found my bullet; it had gone right ray on 
the center of his heart lodged against 


| shoulder-blade on the opposite side of his 
body. 


Another one I shot died just as hard as this 
one did easily, but then it wasan adult ani- 
mal. I had started on horseback, bent on re- 

lenishing our larder, which was getting low, 

oping to meet with some hartebeeste or 
eland. I was sauntering slowly along when the 
long necks of some giraffes betrayed them, as 
usual. The “lay’’ of the country ~was such 
that l instantly checked my horse and re- 
traced my way, hoping I had not been dis- 
covered by the quick sensed animals, Luck 
evidently favored me and I rode well away 
before I attempted to circumvent them 
and, if possible, head them off, so that 
in the event of a long chase they might 
make towards the wagon, instead of 
direvtly from it, as the wind favored 
this maneuver. [It would require a cir- 
cuit-of at least three miles'to get well round 
beyond them, and this meant not a little 
schemung, for the country was exasperatingly 
open; but by dint of dodging from clump to 
clump and dismountmg and walkingealong- 
side the horse whenever such a course seemed 
advisable, I eventually got ahead of them as 
far as Ldared. In fact they suddenly vot my 
wind and took off fairly wellin the direction 
which I had-.tried to make them follow. They 
had got a good start of me, but did not seem 
to go at any great pace, although they kept 
steadily on... I had tightened up my girths 
when I last dismounted, so getting my horse 
wel} in hand I set out after the giraffes, four 
in number. What with meercat’s holes and 
other impediments it was pretty rough going. 

Galloping as hard as I could fora little 
while I turned off to the left, endeavoring te 
make them swerve off a bit and mere in the 
direction of the wagon, which was down near 
the river, This, however, did not-cause them 
to alter their course, and I had, therefore, to

still oblivious of my approach. 

Icould now make them out pretty well: 
four. large and three smaller ones; one of 
them towering above the others—the old bull 
no doubt, Asfaras i was concerned, he was 
quite safe; I must indeed be hungry to tackle 
any of his meat.

How Society Takes Its Dose of Penitence— 
Views of the Church Regarding the 
Time Set Apart for Reflection and Prayer 
«No Uniformity in Regard te the Dura- 
tien of the Fast or the Things from 
Which the Devout AbstaineWork of 
the Christian Fathers. 


The season of Lent is fairly begun. Society 
has given its last party and will now devote 
its somewhat wasted energies to things re- 
ligious, The belle of the boulevard has laid 
aside her latest gown from Worth and-now de- 
mvurely wends her way to the temple of God. 
But she does more than this if she intends to 
devote herself toa literal observance of the 
Lenten season. Besides going to church, 
listening to rapturous music, responding fer- 
yently from the new prayer-book, and turning 
aside from “the vain pomp and glory of the 
world,” she will give herself up to a season of 
fasting. She will become an ascetic. 

There is a streak in our human nature that 
causes us to regard asceticism asa great and 
praiseworthy virtue. This virtue is empha- 
sized by “‘many menof many minds.”’ Its 
beneficial effects are upheld alike in London 
and Rome, in Edinburg and in Pekin, in St. 
Petersburg and Teheran. Centuries ago Mo- 
hammed called fasting “‘ the gate of religion,” 
and said ** the odor of the mouth of him that 
fasteth is more grateful to God than the smell 
of musk.”’ 

But the old prophet would hardly speak so 
extravagantly of fasting if he werealive to- 
day and could see how the average observer 
of the Lenten season in Chicago practices the 
virtue. As a matter of fact there is not much 
fasting of the oid fashioned orthodox kind 
done in this great tropolitan city of the 
West. Here and there some,devoted priest or 
ecclesiastic may be found whois observing 
the very letter of the rules and regulations 
governing the season, but the vast majority 
of even acknowledged church people are too 
much absorbed in the things of the world—in 
the crazy, pell-mell stampede after filthy 
lucre—to think much about the matter, 


Preparing for Easter, 


But however heedless the world may be of 
the fast of Lent it is yet sensibly influenced 
by the atmosphere of gloom which at this 
season of the year pervades the world of 
ecclesiasticism and fashion, The Lenten 
time is observed as the preparation for Easter 
in the Western, Eastern, Lutheran 
churches, and in the Church of England. lt 
was instituted at a very early age of Chris- 
tianity. In most languages the name given to 
this fast signifies the number of the days— 
forty—but the English word Lent signifies 
the spring fast, for ‘“‘lententide’’ in the 
Anglo-Saxon language was the season of 
spring. The season is observed as com- 
memorative of our Lord’s fast in the wilder- 
ness. For the facts regarding the observance 
of Lent in the early Christian Church one 
must depend upon scattered notices in the 
works of such ecclesiastical writers as Ter- 
tullian, Irenzus, St. Chrysostom, St. Augus- 
tine, Cassian, Socrates, Sozomen, ete. There 
isa very strong probability that originally 
the Lenten season was of very short duration, 
lasting only forty hours. This space of time

No Uniformity tn Observance. 


Besides a lack of uniformity as to length of 
time there was in the early church absolutely 
no uniformity in the mode of the observation 
of the Lenten season. Some persons abstained 
from all kinds of animal food, while others 
made an exception in favor of birds and fish. 
Some refrained from eating eggs, and others 
contined themselves exclusiveiy to a diet of 
stale oread. Others carried their asceticism 
still further, while there were some who after 
3 o’clock partook indifferently of any kind of 
food, only being careful to partake in modera- 
tion. Butas a general rule the fast meant 
total abstinence till evening, and not a mere 
substitution of fish for meats, as was 
be sufficient in Jater times, 

In addition to the fasting there were public 
recognition, prayers, and sermons every day. 
The temporal power, extending to its fellow 
creatures a more than ordinary share of 
mercy of which itself stood so much in need, 
prohibited all criminal prosecutions which 
were likely to entail upon the culprit corporal 
chastisement or torture. It was great 
Theoduosius who made a law that men should 
not be punished in their bodiesata time when 
they were looking for the absolution of their 
souls. In the days of the early church and 
for several centuries neither birthdays nor 
marriages might be celebrated during the 
Lenten season. In Catholic ehurehes the 
images were veiled until Easter day and it 
was usual for the people to submit to have 
ashes scattered on their heads, 

In the English Church Lent wag first com- 
manded to be observed by Erecombert, 
seventh King of Kent, before the year 800, 
Its observance continued with greater or less 
strictness until the dawning of the Reforma. 
tion, which dealt harshly with many of the 
customs and ceremonies of the Lenten season. 
For instance, in 1546, Henry VIII. wrote to 
Cranmer to inform ali the Bishaps and min- 
isters of the Province of Canterbury that 
henceforth there would be *“‘ no more pinging 
of bells, nor vigils on the night of Allhaliow- 
day, no more covering of the images in the 
churches, no more veiling of the crosses, 
much less kneeling down and creeping to 
them.”’ Latimer wroteto Cromwell in 1539 
praying him to ‘have the King call to mind to 
remember his poor subjects now in Lent as 
touching white meat,” and as a consequence

AN ORIGINAL DECISION. 


How the Missouri Justice Settled the 
Boundary Question. 

New York Tribune: Asa Beeson served in 
the capacity of a Justice of the Peace in one 
of the back counties of Missouriin the good 
old times preceding the war.

CHARACTER IN FEET.| 


HOW TO JUDGE A MAN BY THE SHAPE 
OF His PEDAL EXTREMITIES. 


A New Science That Will Become Popular 


with People Who Like to Study Human 
Nature=The K{ndi of Toes Every Rixht- 
Minded Individual Should Sigh Fore 
The Artistic and Intellectual Foot as 
Compared with the Emotional and 
Weak-Minded One, , 
|A man has arisen who declares that the use- 
ful, if not ornamental, pedal extremities, 
commonly called feet, not only denote a good 
understanding but one predominating 
its of character as weil, 
es every newcomer in the field of science 
nowadays must have an “ism” or an ** ology ” 
tacked on to what would otherwise be a Chris- 
tiah name, it becomes necessary that this 
latest arrival have a title becoming its station, 
and so it is that it is known as pedalogy. 
To speak technically, then, pedalogy is the 
art and science of discovering the character-

istic qualities of mind by the shape and size 
of the foot. Suffice it tosay that it is a sci- 


ence of good standing among the favored few 


who have been initiated into its mysteries. 

The principles of pedalogy are as old as 
human history. Doubtless Adam had some 
rudimentary ruminations on the subject when 
he found the footprints of Eve in the Garden 
of Eden, and sallied forth to court the * only 
girl on earth.” Eve made a mistake when 
she offered her best young man apples. But 
hereafter we will not hear so much of “ by 
their fruits ye shall know them,” but in 
the light of pedalogy the modern version will 
be ** by their feet ye shall know them.”’- 

The young man who unexpectedly came in 
contact with the pedal extremities of his best 
gir)’s paternal ancestor on Ashland boulevard 
last Sunday evening not only enjoyed a de- 
cidedly fired feeling but doubtless has since re- 
flected considerably on the subject of feet and 
will be glad to be further enlightened by these 
scientific deductions. 

** All I want to see of a fellow is his feet to 
know whether I shall like him,”’ was the rather 


giddy remark ofa pretty) Michigan avenue 


maiden of 17 winters that was overheard yes- 
terday afternoon. But there was method in 
her madness of speech, and madness of the 
most scientific kind, according to a well- 
known physiognomist of this city. 

The theory of this pedalogical scientist is 
based upon two things—long-continued ob- 


servation and the universai principle that 


there is character in allthings. A tree, for 
instance, has the same general characteristics. 
A tall, slender tree invariably has long, taper- 
ing branches and narrow, pointed leaves. In 
the germ of life, on the other hand, are stored 
all the forces of the human body—forces’ of 
form and color and function. And so it is 
that every’ part of the fully developed body 
must denote the character of the whole organ- 
ism. Or, in other words, the nerves of the 
body act as a media for emotional influence, 
and the different organs are adapted to the 
carrying out of emotional purposes, either by 
development or restraint. 

And so it is that we have phrenology, or the 
science of the head, and. physiognomy, or the 
science of the face and its numerous divis- 
ions; labiotogy. the science of the lips; auri- 
ology, the science of the ears; the science of 
the eyebrows and the science of the nose, 
which as yet have not been duly honored with 
classical names. Palmistry also comes in 
this category of urts. And now, last and by 
no n.eans least in size, is this neoteric science, 
pedalogy. Thereis, at last, something new 
under the sun. 

But to particularize:. The style shown in 
No. 1, which is supposed to represent a long, 
slender, flabby foot, is usually-appended to a 
conceited, dudish fellow of phlegmatic char- 
acter. The possessor believes that consist- 
ency is a jewel and so has’ his foundation to 
match his upper story. Such feet portray 
weakness of character and an inclination to 
imbecility. The possessor will never be more 
than a bundle of nothing unless he strikes a 
job as waiking advertisement for a collar and 
cuff house, 

Foot No. II. is the cut of the professional 
man, the scholar. It has the long and slender 
traits of No. I.; minus the flabbiness and with 
the additional characteristic of a high instep. 
It is the style that belongs distinctively to 
mental rather than physical exertion. The 
high instep gives elasticity of step and denotes 
energy, ambition, and progressiveness. The 
possessor of such a foot is of quick tempera- 
ment and is apt to be highly sensitive to pain 
or pleasure, hope or fear. But the man who 
is so fortunate as to possess ;such a shapely 
foundation isa gentleman in' every sense of 
the word and is a general favorite with the 
fair sex, 

The little plump foot, No. III., is possessed 
by individuals who indulge, from necessity or 
pleasure. in pedestrianism, ali the muscleg 


being well developed. Such a character is: 


active, practical, thrifty, and possessed of 
good old-fashioned common sense. 

No. IV. is not a striking foot, but it por- 
trays admirable qualities. It is what the 
pedalogist designates as the plodding foot. It 
is of square contour and sinewy texture. It 
is attached to the farmer from away back, 
whom Riley has immortalized in verse—the 
kind who ‘“ain’t, nor don’t pretend to be, 
much posted on philosophy.”’ This foot is 
frequently found in foundries, the carpenter 
and blacksmith shops. The possessor is strong 


and vigorous in constitution, ahd likewise 


strong and vigorous in language, not infre- 
quently indulging in audible swearing. He is 
slow and usually awkward of movement. 
taking long steps, which is indicative of de- 
liberation and determination. But he is at 
heart a reliable friend. 

A gentleman of color—a waiter in a State 


street catering establishment—is the owner of 


foot No. V. It comes of a race that has 
danced many a shuffle on the old plantation. 
The superfluity of foot not only denotes a life 
of excessive toil but is also indicative of a 
happy temperament. The want of symmetry 
denotes a deficiency of character, the pre- 
dominance of the emotional nature over the 
intellectual, and vanity and pride in excess of 
reason. Possessors of this peculiar variety 
of pedal extremity have been known’ to be 
perfectly honest and reliable except when 
some other man’s watermelons are spoiling 
in the sun, or when some other man’s spring 
chickens are ready for the frying pan. Then 
heredity gets the better of honesty. 

The ideal foot is embodied in. No. VI. Of 
medium length, slender, with arching instep, 


it denotes good breeding and a possessor who 
is “‘ up with the times.” It is frequently 


found on the stage, and is annexed by pretty 
ankles to the fin de siecle society maiden. It 
is the foot with the light fantastic toe which 
trips the proverbial stately measures with — 
grace and ease. The owner usually has an 
attractive face, an affectionate disposition, 
and is a very desirable “‘catch.” In short, it |

whose career embraces some serious mistakes 
in national policy, whose public life ended in 
a disastrous defeat, and who died in prison, 
is yet so great a man that his name fills more 
pages in the world’s solemn history than that 
of any other mortal.”’ 

Whatever his faults, those who undertake 
to pass judgment upon the character. of 
Napoleon must remember the conditions 
existent when he came upon the stage of his- 
tory.

Pepular 
liberty’had already been renounced by Sieyes, 
and it was simply a question as to whether 
some form of aristocracy would be adopted 
or the monarchy revived, 

** Napoleon’s personal character decided 
this question. The fabulous success of 
Marengo, joined to the proof Bonaparte 
gave of a really superior intelligence and 
commanding character, turned the French 
mind back into that monarchical grovve in 
which it had so long run before the revolu- 
tion.”’ While his giant mind shaped toa large 
extent the events of the epoch in which he 
lived he was almost as much their creature as 
-their creatér. ~~ | 7 

Speaking of the Napoleonic legend one 
writer says: ‘* Napoleon shows throughout 


life a peculiar character for misrepresenta-- 


tion. He knows that nine readers out of ten 
take a lucid. statement for a true one, and his 
statements were always lucid, precise, and di- 
rect.. And thus it has been, and is, particu- 
‘larly difficult to eradicate the Napoleonic 
legend, which has grown up in the midst of 
the nineteenth century, and would pérhaps 
never have been sériously shaken, but 
for the fall of the Second Empire, ... 


| But in 41815 he succeeded in posing as a 


champion and martyr to the principle of 
nationality against the Holy Alliance. It 
brought back the memory of that Bonaparte 
who, at the end of the eighteenth century, 
had seemed the antique republican hero 
dreamed of- by Rousseau, and men forgot 
“once more how completely he had disap- 
pointed their expectations... ~, This illu- 
sion led to the restoration of the Napoleonic 
dynasty in 1851.”’ 

- We cannot accept this writer’s judgment of 
Napoleon, fer it was Napoleon who iaid the 
foundations of anew France upon the ruins 
of the old régime, balancing in large degree 
the faults or crimes, if you will, which are to 
be laid at his door. The Napoleonic) legend 
is more than an * illusion.’’ To the French 
this legend forms the most brilliant pages of 
their history. The whole ‘world outside of 
France might regard their hero as * the Cor- 
sican parvenu,’ but nothing ever lessens 
their faith im al! that tends to glorify 
his name and hallow his memory. 
Could he appear again in the flesh at the call 
of the Bonapartists no coup d’état would be 
necessary for the founding of the Third Em- 
pire. The-Peesident of the Republic, with 
the members of the Senate and the House of 
‘Deputies, would welcome him with uncovered 
heads and crown him Emperor amid the 
booming of cannon and the wild cheers of a 
devoted populace.

When in the following year the latter be- 
came Hing of Westphalia the Duke of Bruns- 
wick sent him the heartiest congratulations 
and *‘the most fervid prayers for the preser- 
vation of his sacred person and the prosperity 
and happiness of his illystrious house.’’ Such 
in Germany were the courtiers of him whom 
the Emperor William had a few years before 
called ** the Corsican parvenu.’’ 

The Princes of ancient lineage not only 
sought political alliance with the Emperor; 
they wished to unite themselves to him by 
closer ties. The Grand Duke of Baden now, 
thanks to him, a sovereign Prince, married a 
niece of Josephine. Prince Eugene was the 
son-in-law of the King ef Bavaria and Jerome 
ing of Wurteniburg. 

The Prince of the Asturias, who under the 
name of Ferdinand VII. was, in 1813, to 
mount the throne of Spain, lost by his father, 
wished to marry the daughter of him who 
eccupied it in his place, King Joseph, or, in- 
stead, Mile. Tascher, cousin of: the Empress, 
or the Duchess of Montebello, or any other 
French woman whom the Emperor would 
adopt. To become, himself, ** the adopted 
son’’ of the Emperor, ‘his .glorious sov- 
ereign,’’ would have been ‘“ the happiness of 
his life’’; but the glorious sovereign did not 
deign to give ear to hia oft renewed requests. 

As for Napoleon himself, resolved upon a 
divorce, he hesitated between an Austrian and 
a Russian Princess. Metternich decided him 
to make choice of the Austrian alliance. He 
is very proud of this success, with which his 
court and country are delighted, ‘* Vienna is 
in ecstasies over it,”’ he wrote to his wife, 
** and if I wera the Savior of the world I could 
receive no more congratulations.”’

With this old aristocracy 1s mingled the new

Count Lepic, when .traveling in Egypt, 
found preserved at every step the memory of, 
and everywhere praise for, *‘the great Kebir, 
who imposed the payment of tuxes but once 
in a stated period, who was ** The Just,” the 
highest title an Arab can bestow.”’ 

Visiting London, under the restoration, 
Chateaubriand found ‘this great city plunged 
in the recollections of Bonaparte.’’. There 
they had passed ‘from disparagement to a 
stupid enthusiasm. . . . His bust orna- 
mented every mantel-shelf.”” On a great 
number of them you will find it still. There, 
even, where the * grand army’”’ has never ap- 
peared, the legend has penetrated, has spread. 

There is not in the most distant countries a 
human being who has not heard of him. 
There has been found in China in a pagoda 
the bust of Napoleon among the images of 
the gods. (Victor Hugo.) Heinrich Heine,

TALES OF THE CITY. 


The other day I joined the procession and got 
vaccinated. Dr. Merriman, down on Michigan 
avenue, did the work. He is one of the ante-fire 
physicians ofthe city and one of the Calumeters. 
I told him I had my arm. scarred when I was 7 
years old and that it was effective and asked him 
if there was anything in the idea of vaccination 
running,out. He replied: “It is my opinion 
that very much depends upon one’s susceptibility 
to the disease. In some it is stronger than in 
others. Where the susceptibility is stronger the 
recurrence to vaccination should be more fre- 
quent. I will give you anexample. Some years 
ago | knew a doctor whose position brought him 
quite frequently in contact with smallpox. He 
sawon an average five casesa day during the 
epidemic. Although he was a man who was tem- 

 perate in all things and in good health he told 
me he was confident that he was quite susceptible 
to the disease and meeting it as often as 
he did he was sure that he was more than likely 
to become infected. He therefore adopted the 
plan of being vaccinated once every four weeks. 
Sometimes it ‘took’ and sometimes it did not. 
Where the former Was the case it was an indiea- 
tion he had been more susceptible at times than 
at others. 

‘*It is my opinion that the running out, as it is 
so commonly called, of the effect of vaccination 
is not a qyestion of time. If you were vaccinated 
when you were a boy it is high time that you 
were vaccinated again. The same thing might 
be true if yon were vaccinated only a month ago. 
Of course the question of susceptibility hinges 
largely on the chances one has of coming in di- 
rect contact with the disease,”’

A fellow-passenger on one of the Northwestern 
trains the other day was a professor in one of 
the great universities of this section. He said 
lots of interesting things. One I repeat: 

“ Have you had any occasion to study the story 
which school statistics of the last year tell?” he 
began. ‘‘ You will notice that the attendance of 
boys has been largely in excess of that of girls. 
There is scarcely’ a school of any importance 
where the attendance of girls has not fallen off, 
on an average, nearly one-third. The reason for 
this, | suppose, is the cry of hard times or the 
fear of panic. A father and mother think the 
girl will marry and be taken care of, but the boy 
must, some time in life, hoe his own row. 

‘There is another thing which the statistics 
show—that in the majority of cases,in schools 
where all branches are tanght, the boys took 
those courses which are necessary to fit them. for 
professional life. The reason for this, I consider, 

is that the times for the last few years have shown 
that the mechanic and artisan are always the first 


to be affected by the stringent times. What this. 


might result in, if it continues, is a problem well 
worth the consideration of that class which 
pretends to foreshadow the welfare of the coun- 
try.”
